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Gay /Lesbian  Endorsers  Increase. . . 

. .  .But  No  Speaker  for  Anniversary  March

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Recent 
struggles  by  local  gay  and  lesbian 
organizers  indicate  that  the 
presence  of  an  openly  lesbian  or 
gay  speaker  at  the  August  27 
Mobilization  for  Jobs,  Peace,  and 
Freedom  may  be  a  dream  unful¬ 
filled. 

Gil  Gerald,  executive  director 
of  the  National  Coalition  of  Black 
Gays  (NCBG)  told  GCN, 
“They’re  [the  march  co¬ 
convenors]  dragging  their  feet  and 
digging  in  on  the  issue  of  a 
speaker.  They’re  afraid  of  giving 
the  platform  to  an  openly  gay 
speaker  because  they  would  be 


allowing  someone  to  advocate  a 
lifestyle.” 

There  has  been  ongoing  con¬ 
troversy  about  gay  visibility  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  march  (GCN,  Vol.  11, 
No.  4)  that  was  partially  resolved 
when  the  National  Gay  Task  Force 
(NGTF)  and  NCBG  were  included 
in  the  official  list  of  endorsers. 

According  to  Michele  Guimarin 
of  the  Washington  Peace  Center, 
however,  there  has  been  a  conflict 
within  the  National  Coalition  of 
Conscience,  the  organizing  force 
behind  the  march,  concerning  the 
inclusion  of  gay  activists  and  peace 
activists  on  the  steering  commit¬ 


tee.  At  an  organizing  meeting  in 
April,  Guimarin  was  ruled  out  of 
order  when  she  raised  the  issue  of 
the  inclusion  of  NGTF  on  the 
steering  committee. 

Guimarin  also  reported  that 
Congressman  Walter  Fauntroy  of 
the  District,  one  of  the  march  co¬ 
convenors,  had  said,  “This  is  a 
march  for  jobs,  peace,  and 
freedom.  It’s  not  something  where 
everyone  is  going  to  get  on  the 
bandwagon.  Otherwise  we  might 
as  well  be  for  penguin  rights.” 

According  to  Gil  Gerald,  when 
NGTF  and  NCBG  asked  the  co¬ 
convenors  to  include  a  gay 


Raid  Follows  Take  Back  the  Night  March 

Harassment, Judgment 
Cited  in  Twin  Cities  Bust

MINNEAPOLIS,  MN— The 
police  raid  of  a  benefit  dance 
following  the  Take  Back  the  Night 
march  here  has  drawn  sharp  criti¬ 
cism  from  organizers  of  the  dance, 
some  of  the  women  arrested  in  the 
raid,  local  newspapers  and  even 
the  chief  of  police.  One  woman  ar¬ 
rested  in  the  raid  calls  it  “out  and 
out  harassment”  by  the  police. 

Eight  people  were  arrested  and 
94  others  ticketed  early  on  August 
7  when  police  raided  a  benefit 
dance  for  the  Tirst  Annual 
Women’s  Independent  Film  Festi¬ 
val.  Four  women  were  charged 
with  operating  a  disorderly  house 
and/or  selling  liquor  after  hours 
without  a  permit.  All  the  others 
were  charged  with  participating  in 
a  disorderly  house.  The  offenses 
are  misdemeanors  and  carry  a  $33 
fine.  The  tickets  the  police  issued 
are  the  equivalent  of  an  arrest  but 
do  not  require  booking. 

Six  people  who  could  not  pro¬ 
duce  identification  and  two  who 
face  the  additional  charge  of  dis¬ 
orderly  conduct  were  handcuffed, 
taken  to  jail,  photographed, 
fingerprinted,  and  detained  over¬ 
night.  About  75  percent  of  those 
arrested  are  women. 

The  dance  began  at  midnight, 
shortly  after  6,000  women  had 
protested  violence  against  women 
at  the  annual  Take  Back  the  Night 
march  and  rally.  Many  of  those  ar¬ 
rested,  and  several  of  the  arresting 
officers,  had  been  at  the  march. 

Members  of  Women  in  Film  and 
Video,  who  sponsored  the  dance, 
distributed  flyers  at  the  march  and 
the  police  noted  that  the  leaflets 
promised  “Food,  Drink,  and  All 
Night  Dancing.”  The  organizers 
had  not  originally  intended  to  of¬ 
fer  alcohol,  and  had  received  a 
donation  of  just  five  cases  of  beer 
that  day,  but  the  police  assumed 
that  “drink”  meant  liquor. 

Immediately  after  the  bars 
closed  at  1:00  a.m.  an  undercover 
vice  officer  paid  the  suggested 
donation  at  the  door  and  bought  a 
bottle  of  beer.  He  then  left  the 
premises  but  returned  with  12 
other  officers  and  announced, 
“This  is  a  raid,  everybody’s  bust¬ 
ed.”  Because  the  police  offered  no 
further  explanation,  many  people 
assumed  that  it  was  a  prank  or  part 
of  the  evening’s  entertainment. 

The  lack  of  instructions  from 
the  police  caused  a  great  deal  of 


confusion  in  the  crowd.  Christo¬ 
pher  Foote  saw  the  police  ap¬ 
proaching  and  tried  to  leave. 
Foote  said  that  a  man  in  plain 
clothes,  who  never  identified  him¬ 
self  as  a  police  officer,  suddenly 
grabbed  him  by  the  neck,  threw 
him  against  a  wall,  and  punched 
him.  When  a  friend,  Suzi  Mac- 
Namara,  tried  to  get  to  him, 
another  officer  grabbed  her  in  a 
neck  hold,  pushed  her  against  a 
metal  door,  and  according  to 
Foote,  “shoved  her  back  and  forth 
across  it  like  a  washboard.”  Foote 
and  MacNamara  have  been 
charged  with  disorderly  conduct. 

Police  Chief  Tony  Bouza,  who 
was  out  of  town  the  weekend  of 
the  raid,  confirmed  that  the  of¬ 
ficers  used  physical  force  but  said 
that  reports  “indicate  it  was  not 
excessive.”  He  urged  anyone  with 
a  complaint  to  contact  the  Internal 
Affairs  unit.  Both  MacNamara 
and  Foote  intend  to  do  so. 

On  August  17,  at  the  first  court 
appearance  of  the  eight  people 
who  had  gone  through  the  book¬ 
ing  procedure,  a  city  attorney  said 
that  his  office  was  dropping  all 
charges  of  participation  in  a  dis¬ 
orderly  house. 

City  Attorney  Bob  Pullman  ex¬ 
plained  that  the  charges  were 
dropped  because  “we  are  sure  that 
some  people  knew  that  liquor  was 
being  sold  illegally,  but  we  didn’t 
think  we  could  prove  that  a  major¬ 
ity  did.  ”  Pullman  said  that  they 
are  still  proceeding  against  the 
four  charged  with  operating 
and/or  selling  because,  “they  were 
the  ones  who  organized  it,  set  it 
up,  and  were  responsible  for 
checking  with  us  first.”  The  dis¬ 
orderly  conduct  charges  against 
Foote  and  MacNamara  will  also  be 
pursued. 

The  fact  that  the  charges  against 
96  people  had  been  dropped  fueled 
the  anger  of  those  who  believe  they 
never  should  have  been  arrested  in 
the  first  place.  Many  people  felt 
they  were  the  victims  of  selective 
prosecution. 

Lisa  Wilde,  who  was  ticketed, 
maintained,  “This  was  out  and 
out  harassment.  It  was  no  coinci¬ 
dence  that  the  police  chose  to  raid 
a  women’s  film  festival  benefit, 
which  was  attended  mostly  by 
women,  right  after  women’s  show 
of  strength  at  the  Take  Back  the 
Night  march.”  Wilde  heard  an  of¬ 


ficer  tell  a  woman  he  was  leading 
to  the  paddy  wagon,  “  ‘That’s  no 
way  to  take  back  the  night’.” 

A  number  of  those  arrested 
questioned  why  the  police  couldn’t 
have  issued  them  a  warning  or 
simply  closed  the  event.  Chief 
Bouza  acknowledged  that  normal 
procedure  for  a  first  time  offender 
would  have  been  to  issue  a  warning 
before  the  event  began,  but  in  this 
instance,  “the  officers  did  not 
have  enough  time  because  the

speaker,  they  were  told  to  submit  a 
slate  of  potential  speakers.  Over 
two  weeks  ago,  they  submitted  a 
list  which  included,  among  others, 
Audre  Lorde,  James  Baldwin, 
Barbara  Smith,'  and  Virginia 
Apuzzo.  Thus  far,  Gerald  reports, 
there  has  been  no  final  decision, 
but  he  has  heard  reports  that  it  will 
be  unfavorable.  He  said,  “Every¬ 
body’s  sort  of  polite  about  it  but 
no  one  responds.” 

Louise  Anderson,  a  spokes¬ 
woman  for  the  20th  Anniversary 
Mobilization  indicated  that  there 
would  not  be  an  openly  gay 
speaker  on  the  platform,  however. 
She  said,  “The  main  thrust  of  the 
march  is  jobs,  peace,  and 
freedom.  There  will  be  a  number 
of  speakers  about  these  three 
issues,  and  about  civil  rights.” 

When  asked  about  freedom  and 
civil  rights  concerning  lesbians  and 
gays,  she  said,  “This  is  not  a  way 
of  excluding  any  particular  group. 
It’s  just  how  the  program  has  been 
structured.” 

Anderson  also  said  that  there 
would  be  a  specific  contingent  in 
the  march  of  lesbians  and  gay 
men,  contrary  to  information 
reported  earlier  by  GCN. 

Concerning  gay  visibility,  Frank 
Branchini  of  Friends  (Quakers)  for 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Concerns  said, 
“I’m  not  surprised  about  all  of 
this  because  I’ve  said  since  April 
that  I’d  have  nothing  to  do  with 
them  [the  march  organizers]  be¬ 
cause  of  the  homophobia.  When 
they  turned  down  NGTF,  and  they 


were  talking  about  penguin  rights, 
it  didn’t  leave  much  doubt  in  my 
mind.” 

The  Friends  group  supports  the 
march,  but  has  also  publicly  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  about  the  exclu¬ 
sion  of  lesbian  and  gay  concerns  in 
the  program  planning.  Branchini 
said,  “The  position  we’ve  taken  is 
that  we  can  agree  with  the  goals  of 
the  march  as  slated.  We  support 
black  civil  rights  and  rights  for 
women.  But  we  make  it  absolutely 
dear  that  the  way  it’s  been  done 
has  been  totally  insulting  to  gay 
people.  It’s  a  conscious  decision 
on  their  part.” 

Gerald  noted  that  most  of  the 
opposition  to  a  gay  speaker  comes 
from  church  groups  and  civil 
rights  groups.  Branchini  said  that, 
although  some  church  groups  arc 
indicating  their  opposition,  “it’s 
my  sense  that  it’s  the  leadership  of 
this  march  that’s  homophobic,  not 
the  grass-roots.” 

If  there  is  not  a  gay  speaker  at 
the  march,  Gerald  indicated  that 
other  speakers,  such  as  Judy  Gold¬ 
smith  of  N.O.W.,  may  include 
statements  about  lesbians  and  gays 
in  their  own  statements,  but  only 
in  the  context  of  human  rights. 
Gerald  said,  “The  message  we’ve 
gotten  is,  ‘You  can  march  here, 
you  can  be  with  us,  but  we  will 
speak  for  you.’  ” 

Despite  frustration  and  di.scour- 
agement,  the  D.C.  organizers  are 
encouraging  a  strong  lesbian  and 
gay  presence  at  the  march,  and

Pilgrim  Theater  Closed, 
‘Kinky  Gays’  Blamed

BOSTON — Complaining  of 
“kinky  gays”  who  engage  in  pub¬ 
lic  sex,  Boston  Licensing  Commis¬ 
sioner  Joanne  Prevost  Anzalone 
has  ordered  the  temporary  closing 
of  a  Combat  Zone  porno  theater, 
the  second  such  action  in  the  past 
four  weeks. 

Anzalone  suspended  the  license 
for  the  Pilgrim  Theater,  at  658 
Washington  Street,  for  five  days 
beginning  August  14  after  she  and 
investigators  performing  what  she 
called  a  routine  inspection  alleg¬ 
edly  saw  several  men  having  sex. 

“There  were  a  couple  of  fellatio 
situations,  a  couple  of  guys  caught 
in  the  men’s  room  and  in  the  bal¬ 
cony,”  Anzalone  told  GCN. 
“[The  investigators]  went  back 
the  very  next  day  to  serve  the  own¬ 
er  with  a  letter  and  tripped  over 
the  situation.” 

The  “situation,”  according  to 
Anzalone,  was  “six  or  seven 
naked  men”  having  sex  in  the  lob¬ 
by  of  the  theater. 

At  a  commission  hearing  held 
August  8,  city  inspector  Peter 
Souza  testified  that  he  had  ob¬ 
served  “an  orgy”  in  the  Pilgrim 
lobby.  At  the  same  hearing,  Anza¬ 
lone  held  a  copy  of  the  current 
issue  of  FagRag,  which  features  a 
photo  essay  on  the  Pilgrim,  in 
front  of  television  cameras  and 
castigated  what  she  called  “kinky 
gays.” 

“I’ve  learned  that  there  are  two 
types  of  gays — straight  gays  and 
kinky  gays,”  Anzalone  later  told 
GCN.  “I  regret  that  my  statement 
was  taken  out  of  context.  Now  I 


know  that  1  could  have  used  a  bet¬ 
ter  choice  of  words.  I  still  think 
it’s  kinky.” 

Anzalone  insisted  her  actions 
were  not  anti-gay  and  said  she 
numbered  many  “straight  gays” 
among  her  friends.  At  one  point 
during  the  interview  in  Anzalone’s 
city  hall  office,  the  telephone 


rang;  the  caller  was  former  state 
representative  Elaine  Noble,  the 
first  open  lesbian  to  win  election 
to  a  state  legislature  and  a  close 
friend  of  Anzalone. 

The  commissioner  also  denied 
het;  actions  were  part  of  a  drive  by 
the  city  to  eliminate  the  Combat

‘romantic  dinners’  for  hets  oniy? 

LOS  ANGELES  —  Two  women  have  sued  a  rest¬ 
aurant  here  after  being  refused  service  in  a  curtained 
booth  reserved  for  “couples,”  according  to  Nation’s 
Restaurant  News. 

After  making  an  advance  reservation  for  the 
booth,  the  two  women  were  told  they  could  not 
occupy  it  when  they  arrived.  They  were  offered  an  un¬ 
curtained  table,  but  they  walked  out  instead. 

Their  attorney,  Gloria  Allred,  said,  “If  a  restau¬ 
rant  had  a  policy  that  two  blacks  or  two  Catholics 
could  not  sit  together,  everyone  would  understand 
that  that  policy  is  unacceptable  and  illegal.  Similarly, 
we  feel  that  insisting  that  two  people  of  the  same  sex 
cannot  sit  together  is  also  violative  of  the  law.  Dining 
should  be  a  delight,  not  a  dilemma.” 

The  restaurant’s  manager,  Walter  Kulwitzky, 
defended  the  policy.  He  said  the  booths  had  always 
been  reserved  for  “romantic  dinners.”  He  added,  “If 
you  can’t  seat  people  the  way  you  want,  you  might  as 
well  close  the  place.” 

The  suit  seeks  $250  in  damages  for  each  of  the 
two  women,  as  well  as  an  injunction  prohibiting  dis¬ 
crimination  against  same-sex  couples  with  regard  to 
private  booth  seating. 


housing  needed  for  men  with  aids 

BOSTON  —  The  AIDS  Action  Committee  has 
announced  that  it  is  seeking  temporary,  short-term 
housing  for  men  with  AIDS. 

Larry  Kessler,  coordinator  of  the  Committee,  told 
GCN  that  there  are  two  men  who  are  in  desperate 
need  of  housing.  Kessler  explained  that  the  men  are 
between  hospital  treatments  for  AIDS  and  are  expect¬ 
ed  to  be  out  of  the  hospital  for  no  more  than  three  to 
four  weeks.  Their  doctors  have  advised  that  they  need 
to  get  away  from  the  hospital  when  they  are  not  actu¬ 
ally  in  need  of  treatment. 

Kessler  said  that  spare  rooms  in  people’s  homes 
would  be  suitable  and  that  the  Committee  would  be 
able  to  cover  some  expenses.  The  AIDS  Action  Com¬ 
mittee  will  also  consider  using  an  entire  house  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  much-needed  temporary  housing  to  AIDS 
patients. 

While  acknowledging  fears  of  contracting  AIDS 
from  casual  and  household  contact,  Kessler  empha¬ 
sized  there  would  not  be  high  risk  to  hosts  and  that  no 
nursing  experience  is  necessary.  Kessler  and  the 
AIDS  Action  Committee  can  be  reached  at  267-7573. 


discrimination  suit  filed  against  d.c.  bar 

WASHINGTON  —  Two  black  gay  men  have  filed 
a  $1.2  million  anti-discrimination  suit  against  Num¬ 
bers,  a  D.C.  disco  that  holds  Sunday  tea  dances  cater¬ 
ing  to  gay  men,  according  to  the  Washington  Blade. 

James  Mercer  and  Michael  Acham-Chen  charge 
that  the  management  of  the  bar  is  responsible  for  an 
“intentional,  deliberate  and  calculated  scheme 
devised  to  exclude  black  patrons  from  admission  to 
Numbers.” 

The  two  men  filed  the  law  suit  after  they  were 
harassed  at  the  door  of  the  disco,  and  then  were  har¬ 
assed  again  as  they  were  talking  with  a  friend  on  their 
way  out.  Finally,  they  were  barred  from  re-entering  the 
club  by  the  general  manager,  but  when  police  were 
summoned,  they  were  allowed  to  go  back  in. 

The  lawsuit  follows  announcements  by  black 
gay  activists  and  BWMT  that  they  will  monitor  all  area 
gay  bars  for  discriminatory  carding  policies. 


suit  results  from  board  of  health 
dismissal 

MADISON,  Wl  —  The  dentist  who  was  fired  from 
the  Dane  County  Board  of  Health  for  anti-gay  slurs 
filed  a  suit  on  August  8  against  the  man  who  dis¬ 
missed  him,  according  to  the  Wisconsin  State  Journal. 

James  T.  Pawlisch  was  removed  from  his  seat  on 
the  Board  of  Health  by  County  Executive  Jonathan 
Barry  after  Pawlisch  had  made  remarks  denigrating-' 
gay  men’s  sexual  habits.  Pawlisch’s  comments  were 
made  during  a  discussion  of  a  Board  resolution  to 
support  the  allocation  of  federal  money  for  AIDS 
research.  (See  GCN  Vol.  11,  No.  4.) 

Pawlisch  is  suing  Barry  to  force  Barry  to  re¬ 
appoint  him  to  his  old  post.  He  claims  that  his  First 
Amendment  right  to  free  speech  has  been  violated 
and  that  he  was  denied  due  process  when  Barry  dis¬ 
missed  him  without  a  hearing. 

Pawlisch  was  removed  from  the  Board  in  July. 
No  dollar  figure  for  damages  was  set  in  the  suit. 


boston  harbor  escapes  big  guns 

BOSTON  —  The  good  news  from  the  Ad  Hoc 
Committee  for  a  Safe  Boston  Harbor  is  the  Navy  has 
decided  not  to  homeport  the  Iowa  Battleship  Task 
Force,  complete  with  sea-launch  cruise  nukes,  in  Bos¬ 
ton  Harbor.  The  bad  news  from  the  Committee  is  the 
Navy  has  offered  Boston  two  frigates  armed  with  tac¬ 
tical  nuclear  weapons  as  a  “booby  prize.”  The  Com¬ 
mittee  is  organizing  opposition  to  the  Navy’s  propos¬ 
al  to  base  the  frigates  here. 

In  the  meantime.  New  York  City,  the  country’s 
most  populated  metropolitan  area,  has  been  selected 
to  provide  a  home  for  the  nuclear  fleet.  The  Boston 
Safe  Harbor  organizers  are  sending  representatives 
to  New  York  to  assist  anti-nuclear  activists  in  their 
own  struggle  to  send  the  Iowa  Task  Force  packing. 


social  security  benefits  for  people  with 
aids 

NEW  YORK  —  Despite  the  widespread  availabil-< 
ity  of  Social  Security  benefits  to  men  with  AIDS  and  a 
recent  order  by  the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  that  AIDS  patients  must  be  assisted  in  every 
possible  way  by  Social  Security  Administration 
employees,  only  230  people  have  applied  for  benefits 
as  of  August  5.  In  a  press  release  issued  by  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force  (NGTF),  SSA  officials  noted 
that  96  percent  of  the  benefit  applications  by  men 
with  AIDS  have  been  approved. 

NGTF  urges  people  with  AIDS  to  apply  for  bene¬ 
fits.  Many  AIDS  patients  are  unable  to  work  due  to  the 
debilitating  nature  of  the  disease.  Unemployed  peo¬ 
ple  with  AIDS  are  eligible  for  Supplemental  Security 
Income  grants  or  Title  II  “early  retirement  income” 
grants. 

To  get  information  about  eiigibility,  contact  the 
nearest  Social  Security  Administration  office.  Medi¬ 
cal  verification  of  an  AIDS-related  opportunistic 
infection  is  required  before  approval  of  benefits  is 
granted. 


anti-racism  poster  ruffles  feathers 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  The  poster  pictured  above 
is  being  distributed  by  Black  and  White  Men  Together 
(BWMT)  to  “raise  the  consciousness  of  the  gay/les¬ 
bian  community,”  according  to  Mike  Smith,  editor  of 
BWMT’s  Quarterly. 

But  Cruise  magazine  of  Atlanta,  supplier  of  the 
photo  used  in  the  poster,  and  Atlanta’s  Saint  bar 
threatened  to  file  for  a  court  injunction  to  halt  distri¬ 
bution  if  BWMT  refused  to  do  so  on  their  own.  The 
magazine  and  the  bar  contend  that  the  poster  is  inter¬ 
fering  with  their  businesses.  Smith  reminded  George 
Armbister,  attorney  for  the  magazine  and  bar,  that 
Cruise  had  granted  permission  to  reprint  the  picture. 
Armbister  backed  down  and  the  magazine  and  bar 
haven’t  been  heard  from  since. 

Smith  explained  the  threat  to  Coming  Up!  news¬ 
paper  of  San  Francisco  by  saying  “they  are  embar¬ 
rassed  and  upset  that  someone  is  finally  calling 
‘foul.’  ” 

“I  would  think  that  Cruise  would  only  be  too 
happy  to  be  part  of  the  effort  to  point  out  problems  we 
have  in  our  community,”  Smith  continued.  “But  most 
importantly,  I  would  hope  that  the  Saint  and  every 
other  gay  bar  in  the  country  would  speak  to  the  issues 
that  the  poster  raises.”

enola  gays  march  against  nukes 

SYDNEY  —  Five  hundred  lesbians  and  gay  men 
were  among  the  15,000  people  who  marched  through 
Sydney  on  Hiroshima  Day,  August  6,  to  commemo¬ 
rate  the  thousands  who  died  in  the  world’s  only  use  of 
atomic  weapons  at  the  close  of  World  War  II.  The  gay/ 
lesbian  contingent  in  the  demonstration  marched 
behind  the  Enola  Gay  banner,  pictured  above. 

Enola  Gay  is  a  group  of  lesbians  and  gay  men 
“committed  to  constructing  a  society  free  of  mass 
suffering  and  destruction.”  The  group  organized  the 
gay/lesbian  contingent  in  the  August  6  march.  They 
also  organized  a  pre-march  rally  which  included  per¬ 
formances  by  the  musical  group  Gay  Liberation  Quire 
and  a  women’s  tap  dancing  group,  the  Freda  Stares. 


article  provokes  picket 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  About  50  people  staged  a 
picket  in  front  of  the  offices  of  California  magazine  to 
protest  an  article  in  the  July  issue,  according  to  the 
Bay  Area  Reporter.  The  article,  July’s  cover  story, 
alleged  that  members  of  the  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity  had  covered  up  vital  information  that  could 
have  stopped  the  spread  of  AIDS.  Attacked  in  the  arti¬ 
cle  were  gay  Supervisor  Harry  Britt  and  Pat  Norman, 
coordinator  of  Gay  Health  Services. 

The  protest,  organized  by  the  Coalition  for 
Human  Rights,  was  not  directly  responded  to  by  the 
management  of  the  magazine.  The  demonstrators 
demanded  equal  space  for  a  reply  and  an  apology. 
They  also  called  for  a  boycott  by  subscribers  and 
advertisers  until  the  demands  are  met. 


anti-Street  preacher  group  forms  In  san 
francisco 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  A  committee  has  been 
formed  to  stage  counterdemonstrations  at  the  sites 
of  fundamentalist  Christian  street  preaching  in  San 
Francisco’s  gay  neighborhoods,  according  to  a  press 
release  issued  by  the  group. 

The  Committee  to  Stop  the  S.O.S.  wiil  picket  anti¬ 
gay  rallies  conducted  by  S.O.S.  Ministries,  Inc.  (Save 
Our  Souls).  S.O.S.  regularly  dispatches  street  preach¬ 
ers  who  “incite  hatred  and  violence  against  the 
gay/lesbian  community  of  San  Francisco,”  according 
to  the  Committee.  The  anti-gay  rallies  are  scheduled 
for  August  19  and  20  at  Union  Square  and  two  main  in¬ 
tersections  in  largely  gay  neighborhoods. 

The  Committee  is  a  “neighborhood-based, 
political  coalition  dedicated  to  defending  qur  com¬ 
munity.”  They  accuse  S.O.S.  of  supporting  the 
repressive  Christian  Guatamalean  regime  of  Rios 
Montt.

restaurants  resist  union  organizing 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  One  of  the  three  restau¬ 
rants  in  the  Castro  area  which  have  been  sites  of 
union  organizing  attempts  has  been  served  with  a 
complaint  by  the  National  Labor  Relations  Board 
(NLRB),  according  to  the  Bay  Area  Reporter. 

Luisa’s,  owned  by  Luisa  Hanson,  has  been 
named  in  the  NLRB  complaint,  which  alleges  that  12 
employees  were  illegally  fired  after  they  actively  sup¬ 
ported  a  union  drive  at  the  restaurant  and  signed 
union  cards.  Hanson  has  also  been  charged  with  har¬ 
assment  of  and  threats  against  employees  involved  in 
the  organizing  efforts  and  interfering  with  an  author¬ 
ized  union  election.  Hanson  has  ten  days  to  respond 
to  the  union  busting  charges. 

Organizers  are  faring  no  better  at  another  Castro 
area  restaurant.  Without  Reservations  is  appealing  to 
the  NLRB  to  invalidate  the  signatures  on  union  cards 
of  15  of  its  20  employees. 

A  bright  spot  for  organizers  in  the  Castro  area 
has  been  the  New  York  City  deli,  where  workers  are 
back  on  the  job  after  a  protracted  strike.  Management 
has  signed  with  Local  2  establishing  the  restaurant 
as  a  union  shop.

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On  the  Hill  and  Out  of  the  Closet

HYANNIS,  MA  —  “I’m  in  outrageously  good  spirits,” 
declared  Gerry  Studds  one  rainy  afternoon  at  his  district 
office  in  this  Cape  Cod  town. 

Yet  just  three  weeks  earlier,  the  United  States  Congress 
had  voted  overwhelmingly  to  censure  Studds  and  fellow  rep¬ 
resentative  Daniel  Crane  after  an  investigation  by  the  House 
Ethics  Committee  found  that  Studds  and  Crane  had  each 
had  sexual  relationships  with  congressional  pages  —  Crane 
with  a  female  page  and  Studds  with  a  male  page.  An 
apologetic  and  tearful  Crane  had  appeared  before  reporters 
to  ask  forgiveness.  Why,  then,  was  Gerry  Studds  so  happy? 

“1  have  to  be  terribly  careful,  1  have  to  assure  people  that 
1  don’t  intend  to  sound  nor  do  1  feel  glib  or  cavalier  about 
it,”  explained  Studds  in  an  August  12  interview  with  GCN. 
“I’m  perfectly  aware,  God  knows,  that  some  very  unplea¬ 
sant  things  have  happened  that  1  wish  had  not  happened.  As 
I  said  once  before,  my  lifelong  ambition  has  not  been  to  be 
censured  by  Congress. 

“But  notwithstanding  that,  the  fact  of  the  matter  is  that 
something  of  such  awesome  consequence  to  me  as  an  indivi¬ 
dual  has  occurred.  As  any  gay  person  who  has  dealt  with 
their  own  feelings  knows,  it’s  the  most  important  statement, 
both  literally  and  figuratively,  of  one’s  life.” 

Studds  speaks  easily  and  articulately  about  being  gay, 
having  come  to  that  realization  long  before  being  brought 
out  of  the  closet  on  national  television.  But  Studds  lived  for 
years  under  the  strain  and  tension  of  a  secretive  life,  hiding 
himself  from  colleagues,  friends  and  constituents. 

“I  was,  like  so  many  other  gay  people,  a  victim  of  intense

self-pity,”  he  recalls.  “Unlike  many,  I  gather,  1  was  not  a 
victim  of  guilt,  at  least  not  to  my  knowledge  or  recollection. 
I  never  had  that  ghastly  burden  to  get  out  from  under. 

“It  is  fairly  easy  for  a  gay  person  to  convince  himself  or 
herself  that  it  is  a  singularly  unfair  world,  among  other 
things  because  it  is.  And  not  only  is  it  unfair,  but  the  un¬ 
fairness  is  unfairly  distributed.  When  you  get  to  the  point 
where  you  really  have  to  acknowledge  to  yourself,  as  1  did 
somewhere  in  my  30s  or  40s,  that  you  will  in  all  likelihood 
live  out  your  days  without  ever  having  the  opportunity  to 
love  or  be  loved,  that  is  a  devastating  conclusion  to  reach.” 

Studds  did  begin  to  come  out,  in  recent  years,  to  a  select 
group  of  friends.  The  existence  of  a  gay  Congressperson  on 
the  Cape  became  something  of  an  open  secret,  particularly 
among  the  lesbians  and  gay  men  who  saw  him  around  town 
during  summers  in  Provincetown,  but  also  among  Studds’ 
constituents  —  the  predominantly  conservative  residents  of 
New  Bedford,  Plymouth  and  the  Cape. 

How  did  these  people  react?  “1  think  one  has  to  look  at 
the  reception  we’ve  gotten  in  this  district  in  the  last  few 
days,”  Studds  replies.  “It’s  obvious,  for  example,  1  hope 
it’s  obvious,  that  my  coming  out  has  challenged,  and  per¬ 
haps  in  some  cases  shattered,  a  lot  of  stereotypes  in  the 
minds  of  non-gay  people  about  gay  people. 

“At  the  same  time,  1  think  some  of  those  stereotypes  that 
gay  people  have  of  the  way  in  which  non-gay  people  are 
capable  of  responding  to  us  are  really  being  challenged  by 
the  way  these  constituents  are  dealing  with  us.  I  didn’t  ex¬ 
pect  to  live  long  enough,  for  example,  to  see  10,000  people 
cheer  an  openly  gay  person,  which  happened  this  week  in 
New  Bedford.” 

How  does  Studds  explain  that  response  in  such  a  conser¬ 
vative  district?  “This  is  one  of  my  favorite  topics,”  he  says, 
grinning.  “I’ve  never  understood  why  those  who  label 
themselves  ‘conservative’  these  days  in  Washington  aren’t

the  first  to  sign  on  to  all  civil  rights  legislation,  including  gay 
rights  legislation.  The  fundamental  proposition  of  the  in¬ 
tegrity  and  privacy  of  the  individual  from  interference  by 
the  government  ought  to  lead  a  conservative  without  any 
further  thought,  if  that’s  what  he  or  she  really  was,  to  sign 
up  on  that  proposition,  it  seems  to  me.  But  of  course  English 
has  not  been  spoken  in  Washington  for  years,  and  those 
who  call  themselves  conservatives  are  people  such  as  Ronald 
Reagan  and  James  Watt,  so  obviously  the  language  has  been 
drained  of  meaning.” 

Studds’  friend, the  page, was  17  years  old  at  the  time  of 
their  relationship.  Ten  years  later,  the  former  page,  who  has 
chosen  to  remain  anonymous,  testified  to  the  Ethics  Com¬ 
mittee  that  Studds  “did  nothing  to  me  which  1  would  con¬ 
sider  destructive  or  painful.”  And  Studds  points  out  that  in¬ 
vestigators  never  even  alleged  coercion  or  preferential  treat¬ 
ment  because  of  their  relationship. 

“I  happen  to  think  that  what  made  this  incident  what  I 
characterized  from  the  beginning  as  a  very  serious  error  in 
judgment  was  indeed  the  special  relationship  between  a 
member  of  Congress  and  a  page,”  Studds  explains.  But 
although  the  age  of  consent  in  Massachusetts  and  the 
District  of  Columbia  is  16  years,  the  age  differential  between 
Studds  and  the  page  has  also  been  questioned.  Was  the 
youth  of  the  page  part  of  that  “serious  error  in  judgment?”

relationships  with  people  of  any  given  age,”  he  says.  “1 
don’t  think  that’s  a  judgment  1  or  anyone  else  ought  to  be 
making  for  other  people ....  1  think  that  while  1  suspect  that 
any  relationship  between  people  of  widely  divergent  ages  has 
built  into  it  by  definition  even  more  difficulties  than  the 
average  relationship  does  —  which  is  saying  something  —  if 
one  has  one’s  head  screwed  on  right,  one  will  approach  such 
a  situation  with  extreme  caution  for  precisely  those 
reasons.” 

Would  Studds  support  the  position  of  the  North 
American  Man/Boy  Love  Association  (NAMBLA),  which 
gained  some  notoriety  in  his  district  last  December  when 
police  arrested  several  NAMBLA  members  in  Wareham, 
that  age-of-consent  laws  should  be  abolished? 


“No.  1  don’t  think  so,  although  what  1  just  said  1  think 
acknowledges  the  difficulty  of  anyone  making  determina¬ 
tions  on  the  part  of  anyone  else. . .  .But  1  don’t  think  it’s 
unreasonable  to  expect  society  to  try  in  a  very  general  way, 
in  a  reasonably  humble  kind  of  way,  to  draw  some  lines, 
somewhere.” 

A  recent  editorial  in  GCN  (Vol.  1 1 ,  No.  4)  suggested  that 
investigations,  both  of  the  Carter  debate  briefing  book  and 
of  the  congressional  pages,  were  being  used  to  distract  the 
American  public  from  the  war  in  Central  America.  Specifi¬ 
cally,  the  editorial  speculated  that  the  latter  investigation 
was  being  used  to  discredit  Studds  because  he  was  such  an 
outspoken  critic  of  U.S.  intervention  in  Nicaragua  and  El 
Salvador.  “1  don’t  think  I’m  paranoid  enough,  even  spend¬ 
ing  winters  on  Cape  Cod,  to  have  that  kind  of  a  conspiracy 
theory,”  Studds  responds.  “1  don’t  have  any  reason  to 
think  that  that’s  the  case.  Tm  not  suggesting  that  there 
aren’t  some  people  who  might  have  been  very  pleased  at  the 
prospect  of  one  less  voice  raised  in  opposition,  but  1  don’t 
have  reason  to  think  that  that  lies  behind  what  has  happen¬ 
ed.  My  own  paranoia  may  not  be  sufficiently  developed  yet, 
but  1  have  been  in  this  business  for  almost  eleven  years.” 

Now  that  Studds  has  emerged  as  the  only  openly  gay 
member  of  Congress  —  and  the  highest  openly  gay  elected 
official  in  the  U.S.  —  many  lesbians  and  gay  men  will  prob¬ 
ably  want  to  cast  him  in  the  role  of  a  major  gay  figurehead. 
Studds  is  already  a  longtime  co-sponsor  of  federal  gay  rights 
legislation,  and  he  has  spoken  out  loudly  against  the 
MacDonald  Amendment  and  in  support  of  increased 
federal  funding  for  AIDS  research. 

“Obviously,  at  least  1  trust  it’s  obvious,  my  principal  pro¬ 
fessional  obligation  is  to  the  constituents  who  elected  me,”

Studds  notes.  “I  also,  for  what  I  trust  are  equally  obvious 
reasons,  feel  a  real  personal  obligation  to  other  gay  people.  1 
really  believe  that  if  1  felt  those  two  obligations  were  at  all  in 
conflict,  then  1  couldn’t  function.  I’d  just  be  immobilized.  1 
do  not  believe  they  are  at  all  in  conflict.  In  my  judgment  they 
are  both  fulfilled  in  almost  exactly  the  same  way,  and  that  is 
by  my  being  the  best  possible  Congressman  1  can  possibly  be 
for  the  district  which  1  happen  to  represent ....  I’ve  worked 
almost  eleven  years  now  to  develop  an  expertise  in  matters 
having  to  do  primarily  with  the  health  of  the  marine  en¬ 
vironment  and  with  questions  of  human  rights  and  foreign 
policy.  And  that’s  going  to  continue  to  be  my  legislative 
focus,  for  as  long  as  I’m  in  Congress. . . . 

“Obviously  1  will  give  some  speeches,  attend  some  events 
that  before  this  1  would  have  been  much  too  timid,  given 
conventional  political  wisdom,  to  have  done.  And  I’ll  do  it 
with  great  pride,  very  happily.  But  1  think  it  would  be  a 
mistake  to  do  a  major  shift  in  the  allocation  of  my  time  and 
resources. . . .  I’m  delighted  to  say  that  most  of  the  mail  that 
I’ve  gotten  from  gay  people,  openly  gay  people,  has  in¬ 
dicated  not  only  an  understanding  of  that,  but  has  en¬ 
couraged  that  course  as  well.” 

Will  Studds  continue  his  work  by  running  for  a  seventh 
term  in  1984? 

“I’m  very  grateful  that  I  have  some  time  to  think  about  it 
before  1  have  to  make  the  final  decision  with  respect  to  run¬ 
ning  again.  If  somebody  told  me  1  had  to  make  that  decision 
today,  1  would  run  again.  But  1  would  just  as  soon  let  the 
euphoria  of  the  moment  —  maybe  it  won’t  pass,  maybe  life 
is  to  be  euphoric  from  now  on,  1  doubt  that  —  I’d  just  as 
soon  let  the  initial  euphoria  pass,  let  it  just  settle  a  bit,  get 
some  rest,  both  literally  and  figuratively,  watch  myself, 
watch  myself  in  relation,  in  reaction  with  acting  with  my 
constituents  and  colleagues,  and  see  how  things  go  in  a  few 
months.” 


Arrest  for  Northampton  Threatening  Calls 

Threats  Drop  Off  After  Arrest,  Lesbians  "Relieved"

NORTHAMPTON,  MA  — 
Hampshire  County  officials  have 
arrested  a  23-year-old  man  for 
making  threatening  phone  calls  to 
members  of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community  here. 

Robert  E.  Kremensky  was  ar¬ 
rested  on  August  5  after  the 
district  attorney’s  office  raided  the 
local  business  office  of  New 
England  Telephone  to  get  the 
necessary  evidence,  gathered  by  a 
phone  trap  and  a  recording  device 
placed  on  the  phone  of  a  lesbian 
who  had  been  receiving  threaten¬ 
ing  calls. 

Evidence  seized  from  the  phone 
company  by  District  Attorney  W. 
Michael  Ryan  indicated  that 


Kremensky  placed  several 
threatening  phone  calls  to  the 
woman  on  July  30.  During  those 
calls,  Kremensky  threatened  the 
lives  of  specific  lesbians  and 
ordered  community  members  to 
cancel  an  upcoming  event. 
Kremensky  identified  himself  as  a 
member  of  Stop  Homosexual 
Unity  Now  (SHUN),  the  group 
which  began  taking  credit  for  the 
anti-gay  threats  last  December, 
(see  Vol.  10  nos.  29  &  36) 

No  threats  have  been  reported 
by  local  lesbians  or  gay  men  since 
Kremensky’s  arrest,  according  to 
Kiriyo  Spooner,  a  proprietor  of 
Womonfyre  Books,  the  target  of 
many  threats  made  by  SHUN 


members  and  others. 

Spooner  said  that,  while  she 
firmly  believes  that  SHUN  has 
many  members  and  the  phone  calls 
have  been  placed  by  many  people, 
Kremensky’s  arrest  is  “a  deterrent 
to  the  others  who  are  involved  or 
thinking  about  it.” 

Kremensky,  who  has  been 
released  on  his  own  recognizance, 
is  charged  with  two  counts  of  mak¬ 
ing  threats,  one  count  of  annoying 
phone  calls,  and  three  counts  of 
civil  rights  violations.  He  has  pled 
innocent  to  all  the  charges. 

The  most  serious  of  the  charges, 
accusing  Kremensky  of  civil  rights 
violations,  carries  a  maximum 
sentence  of  a  year  in  jail. 


D.A.  Ryan  explained  to 
reporters  why  he  brought  the  civil 
rights  charges  against  Kremensky. 
“In  the  context  of  the  whole  situa¬ 
tion,”  Ryan  said,  “there  have 
been  threatened  reprisals  for 
their(gays’]right  of  free  speech  and 
assembly,  their  right  to  free 
association,  their  right  to  privacy 
and  their  right  to  be  left  alone.” 

Many  lesbians  who  have  in  the 
past  nine  months  received  phone 
threats  and  reported  them  to  the 
Northampton  police  have 
criticized  the  department  for  being 
uncooperative  and  unconcerned. 
Many  of  these  same  women  have 
said  that,  in  contrast,  the  D.A.’s 
office  has  been  very  helpful.  One 


of  the  women  named  in  the  court 
complaints  as  a  victim  of  Kremen¬ 
sky’s  threats  told  reporters,  “I’m 
very  glad  someone  in  law  enforce¬ 
ment  took  us  seriously  enough  to 
do  this  investigation.” 

Spooner  told  GCN,  “1  think  it  is 
curious  that  the  [Northampton) 
police  say  they  have  been  placing 
traps  on  phones  and  have  caught 
no  one,  but  the  first  trap  the  Nor¬ 
thampton  police  did  noi  set  caught 
someone.” 

Police  spokespersons  have 
maintained  all  along  that  they  have 
taken  the  harassment  seriously. 
Mayor  David  Musante  has  said 
that  he  thinks  the  local  police  are

bullet-proof  vests? 

Dear  GCN: 

We  in  the  New  Orleans  chapter  of  the  Lavender 
Left  noted  with  interest  the  letter  from  Joseph  in 
the  last  issue  of  GCN.  The  letter  concerned  a 
benefit  held  by  some  N.O.  Gays  and  Lesbians  to 
raise  money  to  purchase  bullet-proof  vests  for  the 
police  department  here.  We  shared  Joseph’s  dis¬ 
gust  and  would  like  to  let  your  readers  know  the 
event  did  not  go  unopposed. 

The  police  here  are  widely  known  for  their 
brutality,  in  the  Black  as  well  as  in  the  Gay  and 
Lesbian  communities.  In  the  past  few  years  there 
have  been  numerous  incidents  where  the  police 
have  shot  and  killed  unarmed  Blacks,  the  most 
notorious  instance  being  the  Algiers  killings  two 
and  a  half  years  ago.  Police  also  have  a  history  of 
harassing  Gay  and  Lesbian  bars  as  well  as  in¬ 
dividuals,  especially  youths. 

The  Lavender  Left  called  for  a  picket  of  the 
cocktail  party  benefit.  We  distributed  2000 
leaflets  which  said,  in  part. 

We  can  think  of  no  other  group  which 
voluntarily  raises  money  for  the  very 
forces  which  beat  and  oppress  them.  As  an 
alternative  lifestyle  masochism  is  one 
thing;  as  a  political  strategy,  it  stinks.  So, 
why  are  the.se  “leaders”  giving  gifts  to  the 
police?  Is  it  a  blatently  cynical  move  on 
their  part  to  purchase  access  to  the  halls  of 
city  government.  They  will  be  able  to  put 
on  their  ties  and  dre.sses  and  sit  down  with 
Police  Chief  Morris.  But  this  will  not  end 
the  arrests  and  abuse.  To  effectively  fight 
police  abuse  we  must  develop  a  strong  and 
politically  independent  community.  We 
cannot  rely  on  favors  or  the  good  will  of 
politicians.  Our  power  lies  with  a  con¬ 
scious  and  massivley  mobilized  Lesbian/- 
Gay  community,  not  an  elitist  group  of 
leaders  whose  aim  is  to  become  part  of  the 
power  structure  which  oppresses  us  and  all 
working  people.  Further,  by  linking  with 
the  Black  and  Latino  communities,  who 
have  long  suffered  at  the  hands  of  the 
police,  we  grow  stronger.  The  police  serve 
as  the  enforcers  for  the  government.  That 
government  is  controlled  by  and  .serves  the 
economic  interests  of  a  wealthy  few.  So 
long  as  this  class  controls  society,  and 
through  it  our  lives,  no  amount  of  fund¬ 
raising  or  as.s-kis.sing  will  gain  our  Liber¬ 
ty- 

A  racially  and  sexually  mixed  group  of  37  par¬ 
ticipated  in  a  loud  and  active  picket  line,  much  to 
the  dismay  of  those  “leaders”  trying  to  curry 
favor  with  the  police.  The  protest  was  well 
covered  in  both  the  print  and  electronic  media. 
While  $2600  was  raised  for  the  police  department, 
everyone  was  aware  that  many  Lesbians  and  Gays 
did  not  support  the  “gift!” 

We  would  also  like  to  point  out  that  since  the 
benefit  two  of  the  most  popular  bars,  one  a 
women’s  bar,  the  other  a  men’s  bar,  have  suf¬ 
fered  police  harassment  and  in  one  case  arrest  of 
several  patrons.  As  it  happens,  the  owners  of 
those  two  bars  were  amongst  the  most  outspoken 
in  the  support  of  the  police. 

We  in  the  Lavender  Left  will  continue  to  op¬ 
pose  police  abuse  and  work  to  build  a  politically 
independent  Lesbian  and  Gay  community  in  New 
Orleans.

You  see  I  am  a  “patient”  at  the 
Colorado  State  Hospital  for  doing  exactly  the 
same  thing  as  Mr.  Studds,  except  my  17-year-old 
lover  was  a  client  of  mine,  not  an  employee. 

Watching  the  tap  dance  that  has  been  going  on 
the  past  two  weeks  over  the  issue  of  sex  with  a 
minor  has  been  a  hard  pill  to  swallow.  1  want  to 
stand  up  and  scream,  “what  about  me?”  1  have 
even  had  the  childish  attitude  of  wanting  to  see 
Mr.  Studds  arrested  and  given  the  .same  1-day-to- 
life  I  have  received.  Does  Mr.  Studds,  the  same 
Mr.  Studds  who  wants  to  “put  this  behind  me 
(my  mistake)  as  .soon  as  possible  so  I  can  continue 
to  serve  my  country”  expect  pride  or  adoration 
from  me  as  he  puts  me  behind,  too?  Am  I  sup¬ 
posed  to  feel  heart  flutters  of  joy  and  “gay  pride” 
by  the  fact  that  we  now  have  a  homeboy  honest  to 
goodness  queer  who  is  accepted  by  his  voters  in 
Capitol  hill? 

Mr.  Studds  was  cleared  of  all  criminal  wrong 
doings  and  in  this  state  I  was  boarderline  to  say 
the  least  as  far  as  “criminality”  (tho  very  wrong 
morally,  a  professional  counselor  should  not 
have  a  relationship  with  his  client,  but  no  other 
reason).  At  first  I  felt  rage  as  I’ve  stated,  but  no 
matter  how  hard  1  tried  to  feel  anger  (or  even  pi¬ 
ty??)  toward  Mr.  Studds  and  the  way  the  gay  and 
straight  community  have  rallied,  I  blew  it.

Perhaps  it  is  giving  the  all 
famous  “cop  out,”  but  I  have  someone  to  look  to 
now  as  an  example  and  to  use  whenever  I  feel 
alone,  .something  places  like  this  are  good  in  mak- 
ingyou  feel.  Something  to  throw  at  my  captors 
(ha!). 

You  hear  a  great  deal  about  men  arrrested  for 
pedophilia,  but  it  is  far  more  rare  to  see  stories 
about  men  in  high  places,  professional,  who  just 
slip  just  below  the  age  line.  It  is  easy  to  do.  This  is 
the  age  when  the  young  person  involved  is  not 
quite  a  man  and  certainly  not  a  “boy.”  It’s  a 
“fun”  age,  not  really  innocent,  but  not  yet  spoiled 
by  adulthood.  Thank  you  GCN  for  helping  me 
get  my  head  back  where  it  belongs  by  both  the 
Studds  article  and  the  related  Straight  Media. 
Now,  how  'bout  a  follow-up  on  the  page  involved 
with  Studds?  Who  is  he?  Is  he  gay?  Does  Studds 
have  good  taste  in  lovers?

Deceptive  Gentility 


By  Bob  Andrews 

This  statement  was  presented  at  a  recent  Boston  Project  Neighborhood  Hearing.  /  prejac  ed 
these  remarks  by  identifying  myself  as  Bob  Andrews,  a  seven  year  resident  of  Beacon  Hill, 
an  employee  of  Massachusetts  General  Hospital,  and  a  board  member  of  GCN. 

As  a  gay  white  male  able  to  afford  to  live  on  Beacon  Hill,  1  have  to  admit  that  on  the 
surface,  my  life  is  generally  good.  Everyone  on  Beacon  Hill  enjoys  a  quality  of  life  not  ap¬ 
preciated  in  many  parts  of  Boston.  We  have  a  less  publicized  incidence  of  crime.  Our  streets 
are  relatively  clean.  Most  of  us  probably  feel  safe  going  out  in  the  evening  for  a  stroll  under 
the  gas  lights.  My  perception  is  that  this  is  true  for  all  residents  of  the  Hill,  regardless  of  sex¬ 
ual  preference,  though  I  can’t  really  speak  for  the  elderly,  women  or  people  of  color. 

For  this  reason,  when  asked  to  represent  Beacon  Hill  in  addressing  the  issues  of  concern 
specific  to  gay  men  on  Beacon  Hill,  1  felt  in  a  bit  of  a  quandry.  On  the  surface,  again,  the 
problems  1  see  on  the  Hill  affect  everyone  with  the  possible  exception  of  our  wealthier 
neighbors.  We  all  have  concerns  about  condo  conversions  and  the  continued  rent  increases 
which  force  us  off  the  Hill.  We  are  all  affected  by  house  breaks  and  vandalism  which  occurs 
in  our  neighborhood.  No  one  appreciates  the  drunks  who  use  our  doorways  for  urinals  or 
the  dogs  which  crap  on  the  sidewalks.  But  it  is  hard  to  acknowledge  issues  which  blatantly 
stand  out  as  uniquely  gay  and  specific  to  the  Hill. 

Of  course,  when  1  think  about  why  I  choose  to  live  on  Beacon  Hill,  problems  in  other 
parts  of  the  city  become  more  prominent.  I  don’t  go  to  South  Boston  or  Charlestown 
because  1  don’t  feel  safe  there.  Fag  baiting  and  other  threats  of  assault,  which  occur  less  fre¬ 
quently  on  Beacon  Hill,  are  expected  in  some  neighborhoods. 

Beacon  Hill,  with  it’s  genteel,  laissez-faire'  attitude  could  deceive  one  into  believing  all 
is  right  in  the  world  and  we  gay  people  don’t  have  anything  to  complain  about.  But  we  do. 
We  remember  our  neighbors,  Lenny  Rindeau  and  Gil  Thompson,  who  were  savagely 
murdered  in  their  Beacon  Hill  apartments,  even  though  the  Boston  homicide  department 
has  apparently  given  up  its  investigation.  We  remember  the  attempt  3  years  ago  to  block  our 
traditional  lesbian  and  gay  pride  march  down  t'harles  Street,  even  though  the  city  and  Tom 
Kershaw,  President  of  the  Beacon  Hill  Business  Association,  would  choose  to  forget  it.  We 
remember  the  fire  which  ripped  through  the  offices  of  the  Gay  Community  News  one  year 
ago  this  month,  though  the  arson  squad  has  abandoned  it’s  investigation.  And  1  will  not 
soon  forget  overhearing  a  black  cop  respond  to  a  woman  that  a  street  was  blocked  because 
“the  faggots  were  having  a  parade.’’ 

Homophobia  is  the  underlying  theme  in  all  these  issues.  It,  like  racism,  permeates 
Boston.  It  is  sometimes  blatant  and  in  the  form  of  an  attack.  More  often,  like  racial 
discrimination,  it  is  subtle  and  difficult  to  prove.  Recently  the  gay  community  has  been  ex¬ 
periencing  a  new  and  especially  cruel  form  of  homophobia.  Acquired  Immune  Deficiency 


Syndrome  has  been  introduced  into  our  community  with  devastating  impact.  Relatively 
young,  productive,  loving  individuals  have  suddenly  found  themselves  defenseless  to  infec¬ 
tion.  Many  of  the  people  with  AIDS  have  found  themselves  unable  to  continue  work,  conse¬ 
quently,  they  have  become  dependent  on  others  to  provide  for  their  basic  livelihood.  Some 
have  been  evicted  from  their  apartments  and  forced  to  return  to  their  families.  And  stories 
are  growing  of  some  people  being  turned  away  by  their  families  and  friends.  In  two  cities  hit 
hardest  by  AIDS,  New  York  and  San  Francisco,  there  are  numerous  reports  of  homeless 
men. 

In  response  to  this  need  within  our  community,  gay  people  have  rallied  to  raise 
emergency  funding  and  provide  group  homes.  In  Boston  we  are  researching  how  to  address 
this  problem  before  it  beomes  large  scale.  But  this  should  not  be  our  responsibility!  We  need 
to  know  that,  in  the  case  of  any  emergency  our  government  is  willing  and  able  to  respond  to 
the  needs  of  the  victims.  We  shouldn’t  have  to  lobby  for  emergency  funding,  we  shouldn’t 
have  to  continually  attempt  to  educate  a  frightened  community  about  the  risks  of  AIDS.  In¬ 
stead  of  hearing  that  budgets  for  FY’84  don’t  allow  for  major  expenditures  for  emergency 
housing  and  research,  we  need  to  know  that  this  disease  is  a  “high  priority,”  and  that  our 
lives  are  important.  If  an  earthquake  suddenly  hit  Boston,  1  know  both  the  federal  and  local 
governments  would  immediately  find  funds  to  assist  the  homeless  and  the  injured.  Well,  an 
earthquake  is  rippling  through  the  gay  and  Haitian  communities  and  it  will  soon  be  sending 
aftershocks  through  the  straight  community. 

1  don’t  want  to  minimize  the  efforts  by  Brian  McNaught  and  the  Mayor’s  Office  to  res¬ 
pond  to  the  AIDS  crisis.  The  literature  prepared  and  distributed  by  the  city  was  a  valuable 
and  (early  show  of  good  intent.  But  it  was  not,  and  is  not,  enough.  I  encourage  Boston  to  set 
an  example  for  the  rest  of  the  nation  by  rising  above  homophobic  reactions  to  AIDS  and  ap¬ 
propriating  whatever  is  necessary  to  relieve  the  suffering.  1  encourage  this  panel  to  recognize 
AIDS  as  the  number  one  issue  affecting  the  gay  community  today  and  to  Respond  positively 
and  compassionately  for  life.

Mel  King  has  also  supported  legislation  and  com¬ 
munity  organizing  against  rape  and  violence 
against  women  and  gay  people,  and  in  support  of 
abortion  rights  for  all  women. 

We  have  confidence  that  Mel  King  will  be  able 
to  carry  out  these  promises.  He  has  a  long  history 
of  working  with  a  diverse  constituency  and  has 
proven  himself  able  to  weather  and  resolve  con¬ 
flict  by  helping  people  identify  with  each  other’s 
needs.

Dear  People, 

Ann  Matter’s  letter  (May  14)  about  fraternity 
types  parading  down  the  walk  while  singing  “I’m 
being  followed  by  a  butt-fucker  .  .  .  ,”  confirms 
my  almost  daily  observation  that  supposedly 
heterosexual  men  are  indeed  curious  critters.  The 
ritual  which  she  reports  sounds  like  a  way  of  say¬ 
ing:'- (a)  “We  don’t  really  want  to  be  fucked 
because  if  we  did  we  wouldn’t  go  around  singing 
about  it,”  (b)  “Even  if  we  did  want  to,  everyone 
else  is  singing  about  it  too,”  and  (c)  “We  do  kin- 
da  wonder  what  it  would  be  like,  but  really  we’re 
just  joking.”  A  similar  but  much  clearer  example 
of  this  ambivalence  is  a  remark  once  made  to  my 
best  friend  by  her  fiance,  “I  wouldn’t  want  to  try 
anal  intercourse  because  I  might  like  it  too 
much.” 

But  as  fascinating  as  sex  is,  I  suspect  that  often 
it  is  not  the  real  issue;  time  after  time  I  have  seen 
how  much  men  need  to  touch  each  other.  One 
night  about  three  years  ago,  1  was  dancing  by 
myself  to  the  jukebox  at  my  favorite  bar  (a  place 
out  of  Star  Wars  if  it  had  been  created  by 
Elizabeth  Lynn).  On  the  other  side  of  the  mostly 
deserted  room  were  three  young  “long-haired 


rednecks”  who  didn’t  look  any  too  friendly.  All 
of  a  sudden,  one  of  them  comes  over,  takes  my 
hand,  and  kisses  it.  The  only  explanation  that  at 
all  satisfies  me  is  that  he  wanted  to  kiss  my  hand. 

Let  me  close  with  an  incident  that  slips  through 
all  my  categories.  This  Memorial  Day,  I  was 
down  at  the  same  bar  for  an  afternoon  of  blues 
and  rock  and  roll.  Later  the  lead  guitar  player, 
who  sings  like  Jaggar  but  looks  more  like  Michael 
Jackson  was  sitting  at  the  bar  with  a  friend  on 
each  side.  1  overheard  one  of  the  friends  saying, 
“Inside  of  him  there’s  a  woman  dying  to  get 
out,”  to  which  the  other  friend  replied  in  an 
amiable  voice,  “But  fortunately,  she’s  a 
Lesbian.”

dance  occurred  the  same  night  as 
they  first  saw  the  leaflets.” 

Kathy  Seltzer  of  Women  in  Film 
and  Video  believes  that  the  police 
had  no  legitimate  reason  to  equate 
a  benefit  for  arts  and  women’s 
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groups  with  vice,  “The  statute  is 
clearly  designed  to  combat  ‘tip¬ 
pling  houses’  which  are  secretive, 
after  hours  places  that  exist  solely 
to  sell  liquor  after  the  bars  close. 
We  don’t  fit  that  description  at  all. 
We  had  nothing  to  hide.  We  leaf- 
letted  a  rally  of  6,000  people  with 
cops  all  over  the  place.  And  we  on¬ 
ly  had  120  bottles  of  beer  for  102 
people.  Compare  that  to  the  360 
bottles  of  Cold  Spring  (mineral 
water]  we  had  on  hand.  Anyone 
who  had  come  for  the  beer  would 
have  been  sorely  disappointed.” 

Even  Chief  Bouza  agreed  the 
police  behaved  badly.  He  said  that 
“the  officers  were  legally  right  but 
they  exercised  extremely  poor 
judgment”  by  issuing  the  96 
tickets  for  participating. 

Bouza  also  confirmed  that  the 
police  had  brought  two  civilians 
with  them,  including  the  19-year- 
old  son  of  one  officer  who  helped 
to  carry  out  the  beer  which  was 
seized  as  evidence.  Both  were 
registered  as  “ride  alongs”  that 
night  and  their  presence  did  not 
violate  any  laws,  but  Bouza  saw 
this  as  another  instance  in  which 
the  officers  showed  “questionable 
judgment.”  This  recalled  an  inci¬ 
dent  last  February  when  three 
police  officers  brought  their  girl¬ 
friends  along  when  raiding  a  gay 
bathhouse. 

When  questioned  about  the 
implications  of  this  bust  on  the 
relationship  between  police  and 
the  gay  and  lesbian  communities, 
Bouza  stated  that  he  did  not  see 


the  dance  as  a  gay  event.  He  was 
aware,  however,  that  most  of  the 
arrestees  were  women  and  many 
had  attended  the  march  which  had 
a  strong  lesbian  presence.  He 
acknowledged  that  “there  is  a 
good  deal  of  homophobia  in  the 
department”  and  some  officers 
are  “sick  of  hearing  me  say  that 
gays  have  rights  and  responsibili¬ 
ties  that  must  be  respected.” 

Organizers  view  the  dismissed 
charges  as  only  a  partial  victory. 
They  are  concerned  for  the  six  peo¬ 
ple  who  still  face  charges  and  are 
angry  about  the  waste  of  taxpayer 
dollars  on  what  they  view  as  har¬ 
assment  .  They  fear  that  people  will 
now  be  reluctant  to  support  bene¬ 
fit  events. 

Women  in  Film  and  Video  has 
played  a  very  active  role  in  pro¬ 
viding  information  and  advice  to 
everyone  who  was  arrested  and 
posted  bail  for  several  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  were  booked.  They’re 
worried  about  their  group’s  finan¬ 
cial  condition  because  of  the  legal 
expenses  they’ve  incurred.  Police 
seized  all  the  proceeds  from  the 
benefit  and  organizers  do  not  yet 
know  if  they  will  be  returned. 

A  report  of  the  arrests  made  the 
front  page  of  the  Minneapolis  Star 
and  Tribune,  and  articles  extreme¬ 
ly  critical  of  the  police  action 
appeared  in  the  Twin  Cities 
Reader  and  City  Pages.

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Sodom,  Nagasaki  and  the  Final  Conflagration 

By  Charley  Shively 


An  undetermined  number  of 
lesbians  and  gay  males  died  when 
the  United  States  began  the  era  of 
nuclear  holocaust  at  Hiroshima 
and  Nagasaki.  But  the  connection 
between  lesbian  and  gay  liberation 
and  nuclear  war  goes  far  beyond 
the  incineration  of  some  of  us  by 
the  bombs  in  1945.  It  was  for  us 
that  the  ideal  of  mass  extermina¬ 
tion  of  whole  populations  was 
first  formulated.  The  ancient 
myth  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah 
has  served  as  the  prototype  for 
one  of  the  meanest  and  most 
destructive  ideologies  ever  for¬ 
mulated.  Hating  and  killing  the 
queer  and  foreign  are  absolutely 
fundamental  to  an  ideology  which 
has  often  defined  itself  as 
masculine,  Christian  and  expan¬ 
ding. 

To  review  the  old  story: 
Yawheh  sent  a  couple  of  angels  to 
Sodom  to  check  out  the  city. 
When  they  got  there  they  found 
the  city  lacking  —  whether  from 
inhospitality  or  cocksucking/butt- 
fucking  and  cunt-licking  is  a  ques¬ 
tion  disingenuous  commentators 
argue  about;  but  whatever  the 
crime  the  punishment  was  swift. 
Yawheh  “rained  upon  Sodom  and 
upon  Gomorrah  brimstone  and 
fire  from  the  Lord  out  of  heaven; 
And  he  overthrew  those  cities,  and 
all  the  plain,  and  all  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  cities,  and  that 
which  grew  upon  the  ground.” 

For  Christian  theology,  this 
fable  has  been  fundamental;  fire 
and  brimstone  have  been  central 
motifs  both  in  accounts  of  hell 
and  of  the  end  of  the  world.  On  a 
recent  hospital  visit,  I  received  a 
copy  of  the  Gospel  Hour  pam¬ 
phlet  Hell  Fire.  The  Booklet’s 
warm  message  was  that 
“Brimstone  is  burning  sulfur! 
Think  of  it!  A  LAKE  —  not  of 
water  —  BUT  A  LAKE  OF  BUR¬ 
NING  SULFUR!!!”  The  hatred 
of  the  world  and  the  idea  of 
destroying  the  earth  totally  have 


become  so  intertwined  with  the 
Sodom  story  that  Christians  can¬ 
not  relinquish  the  idea;  from  their 
viewpoint,  the  end  gives  meaning 
to  their  lives.  Sodom  has  been  us¬ 
ed  as  the  type  for  the  end  of  the 
Jews,  the  end  of  Rome  and  finally 
the  end  of  the  world. 

•  •  • 

Christians  have  long  believed 
that  they  will  convert,  i.e.  exter¬ 
minate,  the  Jews.  Thus  Christ 
himself  warned  that  any  city 
refusing  his  disciples  would  be 
destroyed:  “And  whosoever  shall 
not  receive  you,  nor  hear  your 
words,  when  ye  depart  out  of  that 
house  or  city,  shake  off  the  dust 
of  your  feet.  Verily  1  say  unto 
you.  It  shall  be  more  tolerable  for 
the  land  of  Sodom  and  Gomorrah 
in  the  day  of  judgment,  than  for 
that  city.”  (Matt.  10:14-15)  This 
homily  was  delivered  on  a  hill 
overlooking  Jerusalem  before 
Christ’s  death  around  33  AD.  In 
an  act  of  imperial  savagery,  the 
Roman  armies  destroyed 
Jerusalem  in  70  AD.  Instead  of 
condemning  the  Romans,  many 
Christian  commentators  have 
argued  that  Jerusalem  suffered 
the  fate  prophesied  and,  like 
Sodom,  had  perished,  making 
way  for  their  own  higher 
understanding. 

Ironically,  Christians  have 
linked  homosexuality  with  the  fall 
of  Rome  (and  implicitly  with  the 
fall  of  Sodom).  Edward  Gibbon 
(himself  gay)  was  doubtless  more 
accurate  in  attributing  Rome’s  fall 
to  Christianity,  but  in  the  popular 
mind  homosexuals  have  taken  the 
blame;  Sodom  has  been  the 
model.  Augustine  (who  had  a  very 
gay  life  before  his  “conversion”) 
set  out  in  his  old  age  to  defend  his 
new  religion  against  charges  of  be¬ 
ing  responsible  for  the  sack  of 
Rome.  He  may  be  the  first  com¬ 
mentator  to  link  Sodom  and 


Rome:  “the  impious  city,  where 
custom  had  made  sodomy  as 
prevalent  as  laws  have  elsewhere 
made  other  kinds  of  wickedness.” 
Augustine’s  defense  of  his  om¬ 
nipotent  god  could  have  had  little 
appeal  to  the  pagans  but  it  did 
demonstrate  his  commitment  to 
the  ideal  of  Sodom:  a  capricious 
and  inscrutable  deity  goes  around 
destroying  cities.  The  conundrum 
“What  caused  the  fall  of  Rome?” 
still  intrigues  people  who  should 
be  celebrating  the  overthrow  of  a 
government  which  sent  many 
Christians  to  their  deaths. 

Finally,  Christians  have  taken 
Sodom  to  be  the  type  for  the  end 
of  the  world.  At  the  so-called 
“Final  Judgment,”  the  whole 
earth  and  its  surrounding  environ¬ 
ment  will,  like  Sodom,  be  in¬ 
cinerated.  Fire  and  brimstone, 
abominations  and  the  flight  of  the 
elect  to  the  mountains  have  pro¬ 
vided  fuel  for  hell-fire  sermons  for 
centuries.  Many  Roman  Catholics 
have  shied  away  from  Apocalyptic 
abominations,  in  part  because 
Protestants  have  targeted  the  pope 
as  Anti-Christ.  But  all  Christians 
share  this  dogma  to  some  degree. 
And  the  doctrine  that  the  world 
itself  will  end  has  encouraged  a 
disregard  for  preserving  it.  People 
like  the  current  secretary  of  the  in¬ 
terior  argue  that  destroying  trees 
and  wildlife  doesn’t  matter  since 
Yawheh  will  soon  defoliate 
everything  with  sulfur,  brimstone 
and  fire.  Even  the  plants  went 
under  at  Sodom,  so  why  save 
wildlife  refuges? 

That  the  proposed  destruction 
of  the  Jews,  the  fall  of  Rome  and 
the  end  of  the  world  have  been 
linked  to  Sodom  and  to  homosex¬ 
uality  thus  places  us  at  the  ab¬ 
solute  center  of  history.  At  some 
point  our  enemies  came  to  link 
horrible  things  together  and 
argued  that  -they  caused  each 
Other:  Sodom,  Jews,  Rome,  the 
Apocalypse,  and  same  sex  rela¬ 


tions.  Originally,  homosexuality 
was  not  important  if  even  present 
in  the  Sodom  story.  But  under  the 
influence  of  Stoicism,  early  Chris¬ 
tianity  and  the  ideals  of  bodily 
sacrifice,  homosexuality  came  to 
be  targeted  as  horrible.  Because 
Sodom  was  horrible  and  because 
homosexuality  was  horrible,  they 
were  lumped  together;  thus 
homosexuality  could  justify  and 
at  the  same  time  strike  fear  into 
the  heart  of  the  reader. 

•  •  • 

Around  Sodom,  as  around 
homosexuality,  there  has  lingered 
an  uncanny  feeling.  In  his  essay 
“The  ‘Uncanny’  ”,  Freud  argued 
that  “animism,  magic  and  witch¬ 
craft,  the  omnipotence  of 
thoughts,  man’s  attitude  to  death, 
involuntary  repetition  and  the 
castration-complex  comprise 
practically  all  the  factors  which 
turn  something  fearful  into  an  un¬ 
canny  thing.”  Each  of  these 
elements  adds  zing  to  the  Sodom 
story  which  other  biblical  stories 
lack.  To  begin  at  the  end  of 
Freud’s  list  with  what  for  him  was 
certainly  the  most  important 
issue,  we  might  consider  Sodom 
and  castration.  The  suggestion  in 
Genesis  is  that  the  angels  blinded 
all  the  gathered  inhabitants  of 
Sodom  who  wanted  to  know 
them.  Once  blinded,  the 
Sodomites  then  “wearied 
themselves  to  find  the  door.”  Is 
this  not  impotence  anxiety?  Cer¬ 
tainly  the  reading  of  the  Sodom 
story  as  another  castration  myth 
would  explain  why  it  appears  just 
where  it  does.  Genesis  17  takes  up 
Yawheh’s  demand  for  Abraham’s 
foreskin  and  those  of  all  his  male 
descendants.  Yawheh  says  “the 
uncircumcised  man  child  whose 
flesh  of  his  foreskin  is  not  circum¬ 
cised,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off 
from  his  people;  he  hath  broken 
my  covenant.”  Genesis  18  and  19 


then  turn  to  Sodom. 

On  both  sides  of  the  Sodom 
story  there  are  accounts  of  barren¬ 
ness  both  in  Sarah  (in  Genesis  18) 
and  in  King  Abimelech  (Genesis 
20).  And  the  account  of  Lot  in  the 
cave  with  his  daughters  reveals  a 
member  who  regains  his 
generative  powers  within  the  sym¬ 
bolic  womb.  Even  the  fabulous  in¬ 
cest  tabu  —  about  which  Freud  in¬ 
structed  us  in  such  detail  —  could 
not  override  castration  anxiety,  a 
fear  doubtless  born  from  the 
fierce  tabu  against  nudity,  par¬ 
ticularly  public  display  of  the 
cock.  Thus  the  drunken  Noah 
cursed  his  son  Ham  for  looking  at 
daddy’s  cock.  To  see  is  to  kill;  to 
see  is  to  castrate.  The  famous 
pillar  of  salt  stands  for  the  public 
cock  displayed;  the  disguise  as 
Lot’s  wife  is  a  trick:  never  named, 
she  appears  only  to  look  back. 
Like  Noah’s  son,  her  crime  is  in 
looking.  What’s  being  cut  off  here 
is  not  only  the  phallus,  but  all 
homoerotic  feelings.  The  rage 
congealed  in  the  Sodom  story  thus 
contains  the  energy  which  keeps 
regenerating  it. 

In  discussing  the  uncanny, 
Freud  mentions  “Animism,  magic 
and  witchcraft,  factors  which  all 
illuminate  the  Sodom  story.  There 
are  today  no  physical  remains  of 
the  city  itself,  but  archaeologists 
suggest  that  the  Plain  of  Sodom  is 
now  submerged  under  the 
southern  tongue  of  the  Salt  Sea, 
known  in  Arabic  as  the  Sea  of 
Lot.  The  name  “  Lot”  itself  con¬ 
tains  clues  to  a  suppressed  mother 
goddess  worship  with  hints  of 
magic  and  witchcraft.  In  Canaan, 
whose  lands  Yawheh  promised  to 
Abraham.  Lai  means  simply  god¬ 
dess,  and  there  she  was 
represented  by  the  serpent  Lotan, 
Lawtan  or  Leviathan.  The  crime 
of  the  Sodomites  was  probably 
mother-goddess  worship  —  or 
“idolatry”  as  it  is  called  in  some 
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IDYLLIC  MAINE  COAST

The  Mayoral  Race  in  Baltimore:  Connections,  Divisions

Onstage  a  blond  singer  in  hot  pants  is  belting  out 
"heapin'  Lesbians.”  Thousands  of  men  in  t-shirts  and 
women  in  sundresses,  out  today  for  Baltimore’s  gay  pride 
feslisal.  are  listening  to  the  lyrics  with  good-humored 
disinterest.  It  is  humid  and  hot  but  some  of  the  festival 
booths  are  in  the  cool  shade  of  the  new  four-story  Gay 
Community  Center.  Valued  at  5200,000,  it  is  the  largest 
center  in  the  L'nited  States.  It  is  also  the  only  one  not  rented 
but  owned  by  the  gay  community,  a  .symbol  of  Baltimore’s 
strong  lesbian  and  gay  community 

Mixing  with  the  locals,  one  is  destined  to  swing  by  the 
Murphy  for  Mayor  campaign  booth  staffed  by  Murphy’s 
gay  press  secretary,  Lee  Hoshall,  an  e\-pro  boxer.  "Want 
to  sign  up  as  a  campaign  volunteer?”  He  smiles  broadly, 
the  blond  hair  on  his  mammoth  arms  glistening  in  the  sun. 

This  summer  black  Judge  Billy  N'urphy  is  running 
against  white  incumbent  William  Donald  .Schaeffer  in  the 
Democratic  primary  tor  Mayor  of  Baltimore.  Baltimore, 
the  nation’s  ninth  largest  city,  is  the  only  municipality  of 
more  than  lOO.tXX)  inhabitants  that  has  a  majority  black 
population  and  no  black  mayor.  The  .Murphy  campaign 
epresents  the  first  serious  challenge  to  Mayor  Schaeffer’s 
years  in  City  Hall.  \nd  Baltimore’s  gay  pride  festival  is 
pny  of  how  intimately  involved  the  gay  and  lesbian 
ity  is  in  the  Murphy  campaign  and  of  how  strong 
i^es  are  to  the  gay  community.

The  Coalition  of  Black  Lesbians  and  Gays  has  found  a 
shady  sptot  under  some  trees.  Clarence  Hill  is  at  the  booth 
selling  iced  tea  and  distributing  copies  of  Baltimore’s  Cay 
Paper  which  features  a  big  front-page  spread  of  the  Gay 
Democratic  Club  endorsement  of  Billy  Murphy  on  can¬ 
didates  night. 

“Did  you  miss  Billy?”  Hill  asks  me,  and  adds  that  Mur¬ 
phy  was  a  key-note  speaker  early  in  the  afternoon.  As  1  leaf 
through  the  Gay  Paper,  he  tells  me  the  Gay  Democratic 
Club  will  pay  for  a  full-page  ad  in  September  recommen¬ 
ding  candidates  to  vote  for.  Murphy  will  head  the  list.  The 
Cay  Paper,  Hill  says,  has  a  circulation  of  over  14,000. 
Murphy  needs  about  100,000  total  votes  to  win  the 
Baltimore  Democratic  primary. 

In  contrast  to  all  this  Murphy  hallabaloo,  William 
Donald  Schaeffer,  a  liberal,  is  nowhere  to  be  found. 
Schaeffer  who  is  over  60,  unmarried  and  lives  with  his 
mother,  has  been  a  hugely  popular  mayor.  Throughout  his 
tenure  he  has  refused  to  meet  with  Baltimore  gay  activists, 
and  in  1980  helped  to  kill  a  city  gay  rights  bill  that  emanated 
from  his  own  Community  Relations  Commission. 

But  gays  are  not  the  only  ones  displeased  with  Mayor 
Schaeffer.  There  are  rumblings  in  other  closets.  Housing 
and  community  activists,  angered  at  the  Mayor’s  use  of 
revitalization  funds  to  benefit  Baltimore’s  harbor  and 
business  districts,  welcome  Murphy’s  pledges  that  he  will 
pour  more  money  into  deteriorated  neighborhoods. 
Feminists,  who  say  they  have  never  had  Schaeffer’s  ear, 
like  Murphy’s  attitude  of  accessibility. 

And  many  in  the  city’s  predominantly  black  population, 
with  one  of  their  own  sons  pledging  to  open  up  City  Hall  to 
black  concerns,  to  replace  the  white  police  commissioner 
with  a  black,  to  hire  more  minority  contractors  on  city  pro¬ 
jects,  and  to  make  public  education  a  priority,  are 
enthusiastic  about  the  Murphy  candidacy. 

Is  Baltimore  another  Chicago?  Some  hope  it  may  be.  In¬ 
fluential  black  leaders  like  Maynard  Jackson,  Julien  Bond, 
Ralph  David  Abarnathy  III,  Congressman  Parren  Mitchell, 
and  Jesse  Jackson  support  Murphy  for  Mayor.  And  with 
recent  black  victories  in  New  Orleans,  Atlanta,  Detroit,  Los 
Angeles,  Philadelphia,  and  Chicago,  racial  tensions  sur¬ 
rounding  the  mayoral  race  are  running  high. 

But  the  singularity  of  the  campaign  lies  less  in  Murphy’s 
role  as  a  representative  of  black  political  momentum  in  ur¬ 
ban  centers  than  in  the  hopes  of  the  everyday  people  who 
are  joining  his  bandwagon.  In  particular,  blacks,  including 
black  fundamentalist  churchgoers,  are  joining  hands  with 
lesbians  and  gays  as  never  before,  a  significant  develoment

since  relations  between  the  black  and  gay  communities  in 
U.S.  cities  have  traditionally  been  problematic.  The  divi 
sions  run  deep;  so  do  the  connections.  .\  tour  of 
Baltimore’s  neighborhoods  is  illustrative: 

•  In  Middle  River,  an  area  where  many  whites  from  th 
hills  of  Tennessee  and  North  and  South  Carolina  moved  to 
work  in  the  .Martin  Marietta  armaments  plant  during 
World  War  11,  graffiti  reads,  "W  e  eat  niggers  for  breakfast 
down  here.  N  ou  listening  Murphy?”  Handkerchief  lawns 
surround  one-family  homes  that  appear  to  be  crumbling  to 
the  ground.  Women  in  housecoats  pause  on  stoops  for  a 
breath  of  cool  air.  .\round  the  Martin  Marietta  plant,  hun 
dreds  of  cheap  pre-fabiicated  homes  were  constructed  to 
house  workers  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  They  are  still 
occupied. 

Cary  Gura,  23,  is  a  while  gay  man  who  has  lived  in  the 
area  all  his  life.  ”1  remember  when  1  was  13  there  was  a 
rumor  that  the  people  next  door  were  selling  to  a  black 
family.  Someone  got  up  a  petition  saying  the  neighborhood 
would  not  tolerate  blacks  moving  in.  .\s  it  turned  out  our 
neighbors  hadn’t  sold  to  blacks  after  all.” 

Gura  says  living  in  the  area  as  a  gay  man  is  difficult 
'•I'm  living  with  my  parents  because  I’m  working  my  way 
through  college  and  1  can’t  afford  a  place  of  my  own.  The 
harassment  1  have  to  put  up  with  daily  is  incredible.  Last 
week,  for  instance,  I  was  walking  down  the  street  and  a 
gang  of  guys  started  making  kissing  noises  and  bailing  me 
—  Wanna  suck  my  cock?  —  things  like  that.  1  just  had  to 
keep  on  walking.”

Today  at  the  Inner  Harbor  there  is  no  sign  of  gays  —  of 
any  variety  —  and  very  few  blacks.  I  speak  to  a  banking  ex¬ 
ecutive  who  is  here  on  his  lunch  hour.  “The  Inner  Harbor 
and  Charles  Center  are  the  only  places  safe  for  families. 
The  rest  of  Baltimore  is  still  pretty  bad.”  Upper  and 
middle-class  whites  like  this  man,  who  live  in  Baltimore’s 
exclusive  areas  —  Guilford,  Roland  Park,  Homeland, 
Cross  Keys  —  otherwise  go  out  to  Baltimore  County  for 
shopping,  movies  and  the  like.  “You  can  see  what  Mayor 
Schaeffer  has  done  for  Baltimore,”  he  says  as  he  points  to 
sailboats  bobbing  merrily  in  the  water.  “Billy  Murphy,  on 
the  other  hand,  is  a  racist.  He’s  not  interested  in  represen¬ 
ting  the  white  community.” 

•  To  the  west,  the  scene  changes  within  blocks.  A  sur¬ 
prising  number  of  homes  here  are  boarded  up  and  con¬ 
demned.  A  glance  down  alleys  reveals  wooden  back  por¬ 
ches  bleached  to  gray  and  littered  with  broken  glass  and 
rusted  refrigerators;  faded  laundry  hanging  limply  looks 
spotless  by  comparison.  Every  block  seems  to  have  two 
liquor  stores  and  one  storefront  church.  West  Baltimore  is 
almost  entirely  black.

“I’m  beginning  to  wonder  just  how  committed  some  of 
these  gay  activists  are  to  racial  equality,  or  whether  they 
just  want  tokenistic  participation  from  the  black  gay  com¬ 
munity.  Everybody’s  been  covering  up  racism  in  the  gay 
community,  pretending  it  doesn’t  exist.  Well,  along  comes 
this  black  man  that  makes  gay  rights  one  of  his  number  one 
concerns  and  for  some  reason  certain  people  aren’t  behind 
him.”  “The  picture  of  racism  has  to  be  exposed  somewhere 
alppg  the  line.  People  have  got  to  get  off  their  tails  and  do 
something.  We’ve  got  to  deal  with  this  problem.  We’ve  got 
to  unify  the  gay  community.” 

•  Driving  out  of  steaming  West  Baltimore  into  Mount 
Vernon,  the  temperature  seems  to  decrease  by  degrees  as 
the  streets  get  whiter.  Here  avenues  are  shady  and  im¬ 
maculate;  white  marble  stairs  lead  to  town  houses  that 
positively  reek  of  teakwood  and  brass.  Mount  Vernon  is  a 
gay  male  area  —  it’s  parks  are  hot  cruising  areas,  well- 
dressed  men  stroll  from  bar  to  bar  at  night,  and  the  Gay 
Community  Center  is  conveniently  located  on  its  perimeter. 

The  Hippo,  Maryland’s  largest  gay  discotheque,  is  in  the 
center  of  Mount  Vernon.  To  the  Murphy  campaign,  it  is  a 
sort  of  talisman,  a  special  landmark.  In  1976,  Lee  Hoshall 
walked  through  its  doors  while  Clarence  Hill  was  detained 
and  asked  for  two  picture  ID’s.  An  argument  insued  and 
Lee  was  shouting  accusations  of  discrimination  when  the 
police  arrived.  When  a  Hippo  employee  gave  Hill  a  shove.

•  Of  course  lesbians,  even  while  lesbians,  cannot  afford 
the  likes  of  Mount  Vernon.  To  find  the  women’s 
community  of  Baltimore,  one  must  travel  north  into 
Charles  Village  and  its  surroundings.  Here  row  houses  are 
more  humble  than  in  Mount  Vernon,  inhabitants  are  large¬ 
ly  middle-class,  and  housing  is  more  integrated.  The  31  si 
Street  Bookstore,  the  only  feminist  bookstore  m  Baltimore, 
is  located  in  the  area. 

Gay  men  who  live  here  have  leftist  politics  and  shop  at 
Sam’s  Belly,  a  vegetarian  co-op.  Up  and  down  the  streets, 
homes  are  owned  by  lesbian  couples,  some  ol  them  with 
children,  or  are  rented  by  groups  ol  lesbian  iriends.  Cynics 
call  Charles  Village  lesbians  the  "over  30  crowd”  because 
they  are  over  30  years  of  age,  live  above  30th  Street,  and 
make  more  than  530,000  a  year.  The  characterization  is  not 
without  some  truth. 

Many  Charles  Village  lesbians  come  from  middle-class 
homes  and  have  moved  here  to  live  independently,  without 
men  and  away  from  disapproving  parents;  in  general, 
Baltimore’s  black  lesbians  are  unable  to  do  either.  A 
number  of  these  women  were  educated  at  Gouchcr  College,

She  voted  tor  Adlai  Stevenson  twice, 
she  is  anxious  to  remind  me  —  and  is  an  adamant  Schaetter 
fan. 

“Billy  Murphy  is  an  idiot,”  she  concludes,  "But  I’m  not 
worried.  If  Billy  Murphy  wins,  just  think  how  much  the 
value  of  my  properly  will  go  upl”  The  group  cackles,  then 
moves  off  to  the  smoking  Weber  grill  for  rare  steaks. 

My  mother  is  convinced  Murphy  will  lose.  But  win  or 
lose,  his  campaign  has  done  a  great  deal  to  strengthen  ties 
between  the  black  and  gay  communities  and  to  intlame  ten¬ 
sions  over  race,  class,  sex  and  sexual  orientation  that  have 
been  there  all  along.

The  dialectic  forces  underlying 
the  story  of  Abraham  and  Isaac 
are  obvious:  a  tent-dwelling  peo¬ 
ple  worshipping  a  volcano  god 
(Yawheh  means  “Blow”  accor¬ 
ding  to  mythologist  Joseph  Camp¬ 
bell)  descend  on  an  agricultural 
land  of  cities,  culture  and  mother 
goddess  worship.  Because  of  their 
military  technology  —  mounted 
charioteers  —  the  Blow-god 
volcano  woshippers  defeated  the 


prised  a  central  part  of  goddess 
celebration.  Often  the  sun  was 
feminine,  the  moon  masculine. 
Role  reversal  from  current 
ideology,  however,  did  not  signify 
inequality  so  much  as  cohabita¬ 
tion.  A  recent  commentary  On 
Genesis  (1977)  explains  that  one  ■ 
of  the  chief  divinities  of 
Abraham’s  ancestors  “was  the 
moon-god  Sin,  the  tutelary  deity 
of  the  cities  of  Ur  and  Haran  in

goddess  worshippers.  The  Blow- 
god  people,  nonetheless  faced  the 
continuous  danger  of  assimilation 
as  they  settled  down  with  the  milk 
and  honey.  Sodom  was  either  one 
of,  or  identified  as  one  of,  the 
centers  where  Leviathan  was  wor¬ 
shipped;  and  as  the  Levite  priests 
had  to  explain  to  each  generation 
the  evils  of  that  worship,  Sodom 
provided  an  appropriate  medium; 
the  desolate  locale  south  of  the 
Salt  Sea  offered  an  appropriate 
setting  and  object  lesson  for  any 
who  would  stray. 

The  battle  between  the  Blow- 
god  and  the  goddess  has  left  some 
intriguing  traces.  Canaanite  wor¬ 
ship  included  attendance  on  both 
the  sun  and  the  moon.  Here  was  a 
society  in  which  neither  men  nor 
women  were  supreme  nor  domi¬ 
nant;  both  ruled  and  as  the  sun 
and  the  moon  shared  the  sky,  the 
two  genders  shared  the  earth. 
Merlin  Stone  in  When  God  Was  a 
Woman  (1976)  explains  that 
“Ashtoreth,  Asherah,  Astarte, 
Attoret,  Anath  or  simply  Elat  or 
Baalat.  .  .was  the  principal  deity 
of  such  great  Canaanite  cities  as 
Tyre,  Sidon,  Ascalon,  Beth, 
Anath,  Aphaca,  Byblos  and 
Ashtoreth  Karnaim.”  El-Lat  and 
Baa-Lat  would  bring  us  to  Lot,  a 
goddess  in  Sodom,  who  was  wor¬ 
shipped  in  what  the  Blow-god 
would  call  promiscuous  orgies 
undertaken  without  reference  to 
gender  or  family. 


Sun  and  moon  worship  com- 
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southern  and  northern 
Mesopotamia.  Sin  (the  Sumerian 
for  it  had  been  zu-en,  ‘knowing 
Lord’),  also  called  Nannar  (‘the 
man  in  heaven’:  quite  literally  ‘the 
man  in  the  moon’),  had  as  his  con¬ 
sort  Ningal  (‘the  great  lady’)”  — 
that  is,  the  mother-goddess  who 
was  the  woman  of  the  sun.”  The 
English  word  “sin”  ultimately 
derives  from  this  moon-god  as 
does  the  word  “sun.”  “Sun”  in 
turn  is  related  to  the  word  in 
Genesis  —  sanwerin  —  which 
describes  the  blinding  light  used 
by  the  angels  to  stop  those 
Sodomites  wanting  to  get  to  know 
them  better. 


meant  “queen”  —  in  Sumerian 
she  was  “Ningal,”  Goddess  of  the 
Sun.  In  Hebrew,  Sarah  means 
“princess,”  a  considerable  step 
down  from  “Queen  of  the  skies.” 
But  more  than  that,  the 
Mesopotamian  tradition  in  Ur  and 
Haran  had  at  one  time  had  a 
“Sarai”  or  queen  who  periodical¬ 
ly  sacrificed  her  consort,  par¬ 
ticularly  when  he  lost  his  virility. 
As  a  substitute,  many  sarai- 
queens  allowed  their  boys  to  cut 
off  their  cocks  in  lieu  of  dying. 
(Abraham  went  further  and 
substituted  the  foreskin  for  the 
cock.)  Significantly,  in  Genesis  18 
we  are  told  that  Sarah  is  barren, 
which  under  the.  old  religion 
would  have  meant  the  end  of 
Abraham  (or  at  least  of  his  cock). 
The  sacrifice  of  the  goddess’  con¬ 
sort  is  still  remembered  by  Jews  in 
Passover  and  by  Christians  in 
Easter. 

In  a  suggestive  analysis,  The 
Mother,  Anxiety  and  Death, 
Joseph  Rheingold  speculated  that 
“we  are,  at  bottom,  afraid  of  only 
one  thing:  annihilation  by  the 
mother.  When  one  traces  fear, 
anxiety,  and  phobia  to  its  ultimate 
source,  one  finds  it  in  the  mother- 
child  relationship.”  Can  we  not 
argue  that  the  Sodom  story,  being 
the  ultimate  annihilation, 
represents  a  grand  fantasy  of 
mother  rage  and  rejection. 


People  like  the  current  secretary  of  the  in¬ 
terior  argue  that  destroying  trees  and  wildlife 
doesn  V  matter  since  Yawheh  will  soon 
defoliate  everything  with  sulphur,  brimstone 
and  fire.  Even  the  plants  went  under  at 
Sodom,  so  why  save  the  wildlife  refuges? 


Sin  and  Sun  were  worshipped  at 
Sodom.  The  Jewish  Encyclopedia 
explains  that  “The  inhabitants  of 
the  cities  of  the  plain  worshipped 
the  sun  and  the  moon.  If  destruc¬ 
tion  had  come  upon  them  by  day, 
they  would  have  said  that  the 
moon  would  have  helped  them;  if 
by  night,  they  would  have 
declared  that  the  sun  would  have 
been  their  aid;  wherefore  they 
were  destroyed  early  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  when  both  the  sun  and  the 
moon  were  shining.”  (1905,  XI, 
424)  In  an  important  parallel 
passage  in  Joshua,  the  Blow-god 
makes  the  sun  stand  still  while 
destroying  the  enemies  with 
hailstones.  The  incantation 
Joshua  used  was  “Sun,  stand  thou 
still  upon  Gibeon;  and  thou, 
Moon,  in  the  valley  of  Ajalon.” 
Evidently,  the  joint  sun/sin  wor¬ 
ship  lingered  on  in  the  tents  of 
Abraham  even  after  being  struck 
down  in  Sodom. 


Tucked  within  the  bosom  of 
Abraham  rests  this  great  fear  of 
mothers,  along  with  fear  of  the 
body  and  fear  of  the  earth,  which 
in  turn  are  translated  into  a  desire 
to  destroy  everything.  Fear  of 
homosexuality  and  of  women 
comprises  the  core  of  this  per¬ 
vasive  tradition. 


My  final  point  is  that  the  dynamic 
of  the  Sodom  story  is  toward 
destruction  of  the  earth,  destruc¬ 
tion  of  the  mother  —  with  an  out- 
of-control  rampage  against  other 
men,  women  and  the  environ¬ 
ment.  In  Joshua,  for  instance,  the 
campaign  against  the  goddess  was 
quite  severe:  “So  Jo.shua  smote  all 
the  country  of  the  hills,  and  of  the 
south,  and  of  the  vale  and  of  the 
springs,  and  all  their  kings;  he  left 
none  remaining  but  utterly 
destroyed  all  that 


That  the  proposed  destruction  of  the  Jews, 
the  fall  of  Rome  and  the  end  of  the  world 
have  been  linked  to  Sodom  and  to  homosex¬ 
uality  thus  places  us  at  the  absolute  center  of 
history. 


the  castratioji  anxiety  and  sup¬ 
pressed  goddess  worship  come 
together  in  the  figure  of  Sarai, 
whose  name  is  changed  in  Genesis 
17  to  Sarah.  Sarai  in  Hebrew 
means  “mockery,”  but  in 
Abraham’s  homeland  “Sarai” 


breathed.  .  .”(10:40)  Christians 
have  argued  that  suppression  of 
homosexuality  leads  to  greater 
virility  and  thus  aggression;  to 
them,  such  aggression  explains  the

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Being  Gay ,  Being  J e wish ,  Being  F amily

One  hundred  and  thirty  gay  and 
lesbian  Jews  convened  in  Miami 
August  4  through  7  for  an  annual 
conference  which  brought  toge¬ 
ther  a  network  of  gay  synagogues, 
organizations  and  individuals 
from  across  the  United  States  and 
many  foreign  countries. 

The  most  unusual  aspect  of  the 
conference  was  the  interest  ex¬ 
pressed  in  family  issues  and  many 
family  members  of  conferees  at¬ 
tended  the  gathering.  While  some 
came  to  express  their  pride  in  their 
gay  or  lesbian  family  members, 
others  approached  the  conference 
cautiously  at  first,  but  later  relaxed 
in  comfort  with  the  crowd. 
Parents  saw  a  familiar  Jewish  at¬ 
mosphere  in  the  gathering.  One 
participant  said  that  parents  in  at¬ 
tendance  had  come  to  recognize 
the  conference  as  evidence  that 
they  had  successfully  transmitted 
to  their  offspring  a  sense  of  Jewsih 
community  and  values. 

The  supportiveness  of  the  par¬ 
ents  who  did  attend  was  noted  by 
many  conferees  whose  parents 
were  not  present  and  perhaps  were 
not  aware  of  their  children’s  sexual 
preference.  Some  regretted  not  in¬ 
viting  their  parents  to  the  gather¬ 
ing  to  share  the  experience.  The 
parents  of  a  Philadelphia  conferee 
especially  expressed  their  pride  in 
their  son  and  their  enjoyment  of 
the  event.  They  left  a  lasting  im¬ 
pression  on  the  conferees.  One 
Miami  mother  chose  to  use  the 
rapidly  disappearing  Yiddish 
language  to  recite  a  humorous  tale 
which  colored  the  gathering  with 
an  old  country  spirit. 

Other  aspects  of  family  that 
generated  considerable  attention 
were  workshops  on  having  chil¬ 
dren,  tracing  family  roots,  and 
coming  out  to  family.  Interesting¬ 
ly,  most  of  the  men  attending  a 
male  issues  workshop  turned  their 
attention  to  issues  of  fathering 
children,  as  well.  Many  expressed 
their  personal  desires  to  have  and 
raise  children,  while  others  in¬ 
dicated  alternative  outlets  for 
fathering  instincts,  such  as 
teaching.  While  some  expressed 
contentment  with  the  benefits  of 
childlessness  to  population  con¬ 
trol,  others  felt  strong  obligations 
to  increase  the  Jewish  population 
in  response  to  the  Holocaust.  (To 
this  day  the  Jewish  population  has 
not  reached  its  pre-Holocaust 
levels.)  The  workshop  on  tracing 
family  geneology  drew  a  large  au¬ 
dience  and  concentrated  on  ways 
to  trace  family  through  the 
mysteries  of  migrations  and  name 
changes. 

The  participation  of  parents  and 
the  emphasis  on  family  issues  may 
have  been  influenced  by  holding 
the  conference  in  Miami,  a 
popular  retirement  area,  and  the 
theme  “Who  are  my  people?’’, 
which  is  the  Hebrew  meaning  of 
the  sounds  Mi-ami.  Coincidental¬ 
ly,  the  next  conference  will  be  held 
by  Bet  Mishpacha  (House  of 
Family)  in  Washington  D.C.  in 
1985. 

The  conference  attracted  con¬ 
siderable  coverage  in  the  local 
media,  possibly  due  to  the  large 
Jewish  community  in  South  Flor¬ 
ida.  Large  articles  on  the  front 
page  of  the  Miami  Herald 
highlighted  the  impact  of  the 
AIDS  epidemic  on  the  gay  male 
conferees  and  also  described  the 
nature  of  the  conference  in 
general.  Television  news  reporters 
attended  some  of  the  conference 
activities  and  interviewed  par¬ 
ticipants.  Four  conferees  were  in¬ 
vited  to  appear  on  a  local  radio 
talk  show  to  field  questions  from 
callers.  Two  Bostonians,  both 
members  of  Am  Tikva,  took  part 
in  the  show  and  related  that 
although  some  callers  found  the 
issues  difficult  to  understand, 
others  had  favorable  reactions.

One  82-year-old  woman  applaud¬ 
ed  the  honesty  and  pride  of  the 
conferees;  a  mother  of  an  autistic 
child  derided  the  claim  of  another 
caller  that  gays  and  lesbians  were 
useless  since  “they  don’t  repro¬ 
duce.’’  She  added  that  if  her  child 
could  communicate  she  would  be 
happy  to  have  him  tell  her  he  was 
gay.  Another  caller  indicated  how 
important  gay  and  lesbian  com¬ 
munity  organizations  were  to  him 
by  relating  his  difficult  coming 
out,  which  involved  an  unsuc¬ 
cessful  suicide  attempt. 

The  reaction  of  some  of  the 
Jewish  callers  was  “Why  can’t  you 
just  be  gay  or  lesbian  and  leave  the 
Jewish  religion  out  of  it?’’  One  of 
the  Bostonians  later  related,  “This 


relationships  between  Jewish  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  remained  a  pro¬ 
minent  issue  at  this  year’s  con¬ 
ference  as  at  previous  conferences. 
Those  who  attended  last  year  ex¬ 
pected  a  renewed  battle  around 
the  issue  of  whether  a  women’s 
group  that  excluded  men  could 
become  a  member  organization. 
But  many  delegates  displayed  a 
more  relaxed  attitude  towards  the 
differences  between  men  and 
women.  As  a  woman  from  Los 
Angeles  remarked,  “We’ve  come 
a  long  way  .  .  .  and  we’ve  become 
much  more  confident  in  the  men’s 
ability  to  change.”  Similarly,  a 
male  delegate  from  Chicago 
withdrew  a  motion  pending  from 
last  year  that  opposed  admission 


stereotypes  of  ethnic  groups  and 
>  inpersonaiions  of  female  stars. 

£  which  disturbed  a  number  of 
2  women  and  men  in  the  audience. 
(Q  The  next  morning  a  group  of  ten 
5;  women  rose  at  the  plenary  .session 
to  offer  what  appeared  to  be  a 
serious  resolution  from  the  lesbian 
caucus  regarding  the  entertain¬ 
ment.  Many  expected  a  caustic 
criticism  of  the  entertainers  and 
the  host  committee.  Instead,  the 
women  sang  several  verses  of  a 
humorous  song  about  their  efforts 
to  get  the  band  leader  to  call  them 
women,  not  ladies.  As  they  finish¬ 
ed  singing,  relief  and  laughter  fill¬ 
ed  the  room.  “It’s  not  that  we  feel 
any  less  strong  about  buidling  a 
better  consciousness  among  the 
men  here,  but  we’re  in  this 
together  and  we  want  to  stay  that 
way,”  said  one  of  the  singers. 

Delegates  to  the  World  Con- 1 
gress  of  Gay  and  Lesbian  Jewish 
Organizations  met  for  two  days 
prior  to  the  start  of  the  conference 
and  approved  a  major  overhaul  in 
their  structure.  The  Congress,  an 
umbrella  group  for  approximately 
20  gay  and  lesbian  Jewish 
organizations,  was  formed  in 
1980.  During  its  three  years  of  ex¬ 
istence,  it  has  faced  problems  very 
similar  to  those  of  other  national 
gay  organizations.  The  Congress 
has  no  paid  staff,  little  money  and 
an  ambitious  agenda  with  a  consti¬ 
tuency  spread  across  the  United 
States  and  in  seven  other  coun¬ 
tries. 

The  new  plan  calls  for  a  board 
with  every  member  organization 
represented.  The  board  will  ap¬ 
point  an  executive  director  who 
will  be  accountable  to  them  and 
who  may  appoint  a  staff  to  carry 
out  the  networking  and  develop¬ 
ment  of  new  groups  that  the 
orgnizations  focusses  on.  Drafters 
of  the  new  plan  hope  that  there 
will  be  tighter  accountability  but 
more  discretion  among  the  staff  in 
carrying  out  routine  functions.

resentment  of  the  assertive 
Jewishness  of  the  conferees  stems 
from  the  fears  among  Jews  of  their 
tenuous  position  in  American 
society  and  is  evident  in  almost  any 
instance  of  any  Jew  acting  in  a  way 
unacceptable  to  the  majority 
culture.”  He  added,  “Clearly  the 
parallels  betw'een  the  status  of 
minority  groups  is  lost  on  these  in¬ 
dividuals.”  Nevertheless,  a 
Florida  conferee  pointed  out  that 
the  elderly  Jewish  community, 
much  of  which  is  foreign  born, 
voted  overwhelmingly  against  the 
anti-gay  referendum  of  Anita 
Bryant  days,  although  it  was  pro¬ 
bably  more  an  anti-right  wing  vote 
than  a  pro-gay  one.  Florida  con¬ 
ferees  appreciated  positive  media 
attention  in  an  area  where  right- 
wing  fundamentalist  forces  have 
substantial  power.

of  women-only  groups.  “That’s 
just  not  the  way  to  achieve  our 
purpose,”  he  remarked. 

Some  women  attending  for  the 
first  time  were  surprised  at  the  low 
numbers  of  women  present,  less 
than  a  quarter  of  the  registrants. 
But  nevertheless  the  strong  spirit 
for  finding  common  ground  af¬ 
fected  many  present.  A  delegate 
from  Atlanta  told  the  plenary  ses¬ 
sion,  “In  our  city  there  are  several 
Jewish  lesbian  groups  and  a  group 
of  gay  Jewish  men.  After  being  at 
this  conference  we’re  going  to  go 
back  and  see  how  we  can  work 
together.” 

The  most  striking  contrast  with 
past  conferences  was  the  reaction 
to  a  local  singer  and  band  leader 
and  a  gay  comedian  from  New 
York  who  entertained  at  the  Satur¬ 
day  night  banquet.

of  such  aggression  explains  its 
downfall.  But  has  not  the  time 
come  to  recognize  the  limitations 
of  the  aggressive  life? 

Sodom  and  Gomorrah  are  no 
more  than  bad  dreams,  but 
Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  have 
happened.  Abraham’s  glance  over 
the  remains  of  Sodom  reads  like 
the  accounts  of  Hiroshima  sur¬ 
vivors:  “And  Abraham  gat  up 
early  in  the  morning.  .  .And  he 
looked.  .  .and  beheld,  and,  lo, 
the  smoke  of  the  country  went  up 
as  the  smoke  of  a  furnace.” 

The  vision  of  Sodom  is  yet  to  be 
fully  realized  with  the  destruction 
of  the  earth  by  male  aggression, 
but  then  maybe  an  alliance  of 
women,  faggots  and  their  friends 
might  just  be  able  to  put  a  stop  to 
the  nightmare.  The  only  remain¬ 
ing  question  is  how  much  time  do 
we  have?

Zone.  The  Zone,  several  square 
blocks  of  peep  shows  and  porno 
theaters  in  downtown  Boston, 
borders  the  site  of  Lafayette 
Place,  a  posh  shopping  center  now 
under  construction. 

Anzalone  said  her  office  has 
received  three  anonymous  tele¬ 
phone  calls  from  a  gay  man  who 
goes  frequently  to  the  Pilgrim  but 
is  offended  by  the  sexual  activity. 
She  said  the  man  has  also  com¬ 
plained  of  being  propositioned  by 
teenaged  boys  and  told  licensing 
investigators  of  the  photo  essay  in 
FagRag. 

The  photographs,  by  Museum 
School  student  Chris  Walker, 
have  hung  in  the  Boston  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts  and  were  also  fea¬ 
tured  in  a  recent  exhibition  at  Bos¬ 
ton’s  C.A.G.E.  Gallery  (reviewed 
in  GCN,  Vol.  10,  No.  49). 

“It’s  a  very  outrageous  situa¬ 
tion  that  a  document,  a  piece  of 
art,  is  used  as  a  way  of  harassing 
men,”  Walker  told  GCN. 
“There’s  a  strong  historical  basis 
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for  sex  going  on  in  theaters  in  Bos¬ 
ton— it’s  been  going  on  for  40 
years.” 

Last  month,  Anzalone  ordered 
the  closing  of  the  nearby  State 
Theater  after  two  licensing  inspec¬ 
tors  testified  they  saw  men  en¬ 
gaged  in  “lewd  and  lascivious 
behavior.”  The  North  Station 
Cinema,  a  gay  male  moviehouse, 
has  also  been  visited  by  inspec¬ 
tors,  who  issued  no  citations  but 
ordered  that  glory  holes  in  the 
men’s  room  be  covered. 

Anzalone  said  that  Combat 
Zone  theaters  are  also  being 
inspected  for  illegal  smoking  and 
dirty  bathrooms.  “We  worked 
with  the  Health  Department  in  the 
last  two  weeks  and  1  should  get  a 
medal  for  doing  that,”  she  said. 
“That  was  a  public  service  as  far 
as  I’m  concerned,  because  I  think 
people  going  in  there  deserve  to 
have  clean  restrooms.” 

“I’m  in  hot  pursuit  of  my  job,” 
Anzalone  said,  “and  1  don’t  apol¬ 
ogize  for  doing  that.  I’ve  been 
here  for  about  two  years  and  my 
first  emphasis  was  on  pinball 
machines  and  arcades.  Next  is  the 
Combat  Zo^e.”

doing  an  adequate  investigation. 
For  this  reason,  Musante 
disbanded  a  task  force  of  city  of¬ 
ficials  and  lesbians  and  gay  men 


formed  earlier  this  year  to  look  in¬ 
to  reports  of  discrimination  and 
harassment  against  gays. 

Following  the  arrest,  Ryan  told 
reporters  that  New  England 
Telephone  was  “less  than  helpful” 
to  investigators  trying  to  get  access 
to  information  gathered  by  the 
trap  on  July  30.  When  after  five 
days  the  telephone  company  still 
would  not  release  the  information 
about  the  origin  of  the  calls,  the 
D.A.’s  office  served  a  search  war¬ 
rant  on  the  Northampton  business 
office.  The  records  were  finally 
obtained  from  the  company’s 
Boston  office. 

A  spokesperson  for  the  com¬ 
pany,  Jack  Briggs,  told  reporters 
that  the  problem  in  obtaining  the 
documents  was  one  of  timing:  they 
were  en  route  to  the  Boston  office 
when  the  D.A.  requested  them, 
Briggs  said. 

Many  lesbians  here  have  said 
they  feel  “relieved”  that  an  arrest 
was  finally  made.  Spooner  said, 
“Any  time  the  subject  comes  up 
we  all  sit  around  and  grin.  I  feel  a 
sense  of  release.  I  see  a  light  at  the 
end  of  the  tunnel.  I’m  looking  for¬ 
ward  to  getting  back  to  my  own 
life.  .  .although  I  don’t  think  I’ll 
feel  safe  for  a  couple  of  more 
months.” 

A  pre-trial  hearing  on  charges 
against  Kremensky  is  scheduled 
for  August  24  at  the  district  court 
here.

As  gay  theater  becomes  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  the  mainstream  of 
Broadway,  off-Broadway  and  off- 
off-Broadway  theatrical  offerings, 
new  theater  companies  and  plays 
are  cropping  up  all  over  New 
York.  One  such  company,  and 
their  newest  production,  is  the 
Meridian  Gay  Theatre  and  Sidney 
Morris’  The  Demolition  of  Harry 
Fay. 

The  play  centers  around  the  life 
of  author  Harry  Fay,  his  lover 
Max,  his  recently  arrived  niece 
and  his  writing  of  “the  greatest 
novel  of  all  time.”  There  are  no 
questions  of  accepting  one’s 
homosexuality  or  lifestyle,  just  a 
basic  story  about  facing  the  reality 
of  the  world  around  us.  Max 
needs  to  take  care  of  Harry;  he 
even  robs  a  few  banks  to  support 
him  so, he’ll  be  free  to  write.  Harry 
never  leaves  the  apartment  and  is 
literally  chained  to  his  desk  and 
forbidden  to  go  to  the  bathroom 
without  Max  as  an  escort.  Max, 
fearful  of  the  police  (the  bank 
holdups,  if  you  remember),  is  also 
a  recluse.  Their  errands  are  done 
by  Mrs.  Roth,  the  kindly  but 
strange  woman  unstairs.  All  is  go¬ 
ing  well  .save  for  the  demolition  of 
the  building  next  to  theirs,  until 
the  arrival  of  Harry’s  niece  Shelly, 


a  publisher  who  wants  to  help 
Harry  with  his  latest  book. 
Through  her  eyes,  Harry  is  forced 
to  face  his  own  inadequacies  both 
as  a  writer  and  as  a  lover. 

As  Harry  Fay,  Terry  Helbing 
seems  to  be  struggling  with  a 
character  who  is  not  completely 
drawn.  We  see  some  surface  to 
Harry,  but  the  reasons  for  his 
failures  are  never  made  clear.  Is  he 
ahead  of  his  time  or  just  a  poor 
misguided  writer  with  nothing  to 
say?  Playwright  Morris  never 
develops  Harry  fully  enough  to  let 
us  know  the  answer  and  Helbing 
seems  hard  put  to  impart  what  he 
can  with  the  information  he  has 
been  given.  His  acting  often  ap¬ 
pears  stilted  and  presentational. 

In  contrast.  Max  is  more 
rounded  and  expertly  played  by 
Daniel  Holmberg.  He  gives  a  sen¬ 
sitive  performance  as  the  “great, 
big,  ignorant  teddy  bear”  who 
thinks  Harry  a  god.  He  has  never 
read  Harry’s  book,  but  is  certain 


that  it’s  great.  He  feels  he  must 
support  Harry  and  clean  and  cook 
for  him  so  he  will  be  free  to  create 
his  masterpiece  and  buy  Max  the 
farm  he  wants  so  much. 
Holmberg  makes  us  love  and 
understand  the  simple-minded 
Max  and  see  the  devotion  he  feels 
for  him.  Of  his  role  Max  says  that 
“when  it  comes  to  literature, 
Harry’s  the  boss.  When  it  comes 
to  taking  care  of  Harry  Fay,  I’m 
the  boss.” 

In  a  pivotal  role,  Pamela  Marie 
Rice  as  Shelly  gives  a  needed  lift  to 
the  production.  She  is  bubbly  and 
frank  with  Uncle  Harry,  especially 
after  reading  his  new  work  at 
Max’s  insistence.  It  is  the  greatest 
book  of  all  time,  for  Harry  has 
spent  years  re-writing  War  and 
Peace.  She  helps  him  to  realize 
that  his  project,  like  his  life,  is  go¬ 
ing  nowhere,  and  Max  is  going 
nowhere  with  him.  Joanna 
Shedlova  as  Mrs.  Roth  is 
amusing,  but  her  character  is 


undeveloped  too. 

On  the  whole,  Sidney  Morris 
has  given  us  sketchy  characters 
that  need  more  fine  tuning  than 
this  production,  directed  by 
Richard  Northcutt,  could  give  it. 
Only  Holmberg  seemed  to  dig 
deeply  within  himself  to  create  a 
complete  character  from  Morris’ 
skeletal  outline. The  set,  however, 
was  simple  but  impressive  and 
served  the  tiny  stage  of  the  Shan¬ 
dol  Theatre  well. 

Unfortunately,  Harry  Fay  is  not 
as  tight  a  play  as  Morris’  If  This 
Isn’t  Love,  but  credit  must  go  to 
the  Meridian  Gay  Theatre  (winner 
of  this  year’s  Villager  Downtown 
Theatre  Award  as  Most  Outstan¬ 
ding  New  Company)  for  their  all- 
out  efforts  in  assuming  the  pro¬ 
duction  responsibilities  of  The 
Glines,  now  a  funding  organiza¬ 
tion  for  gay-related  projects.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  their  next  effort 
—  the  New  York  premiere  of 
Something  More,  a  “manscape” 
of  gay  life  in  the  past  10  years  — 
will  match  the  previous  success  of 
Stray  Dog  Story  and  Street 
Theater. 

•  •  • 

Part  of  a  trilogy  of  plays,  Elliot 
Bound  is  the  saga  of  poor, 
transplanted  New  Yorker  Elliot  in 
unknown  San  Francisco  territory. 
The,  play  takes  place  during  a  late- 
night  session  with  Elliot  and  his 
roommate  Nick,  once  his  lover. 
Elliot  has  decided  to  move  out 
after  Nick  finds  another  lover  and 
he  is  relegated  to  the  small 
bedroom  by  himself.  The  two 
abuse  each  other  verbally  and 
sometimes  physically  through  the 
night  as  we  get  a  glimpse  of  their 
relationship.  The  short  (one-act) 


play  attempts  to  explore  a  com¬ 
plex  love-hate  relationship  as  well 
as  the  personalities  and  faults  of 
each  character.  The  result  is  a  fun¬ 
ny  and  touching  evening  that 
glosses  over  many  problems 
without  delving  too  deeply  into 
the  inner  feelings  of  the 
characters. 

Mark  Jaffe  Cohen  has  drawn 
some  interesting  characters  and 
funny  situations,  most  notably  the 
scene  in  which  Nick  tries  to  teach 
the  slovenly  Elliot  how  to  be 
“hot,”  with  an  hilarious  living 
room  pick-up  scene  taking  place. 
Chuck  Stanley  as  the  intellectual 
Elliot  and  Patrick  Vaughan  as  the 
would-be  actor  Nick  compliment 
each  other  well.  Stanley  is  funniest 
in  his  self-deprecating  moments 
and  is  touching  as  he  admits  to  his 
love  for  Nick.  Patrick  Vaughan  is 
charming  as  the  vain  Nick,  worry¬ 
ing  over  his  receding  hairline  and 
the  fact  that  he  really  can’t  act  or 
even  spell  correctly.  Director  Gary 
Canier  moves  his  actors  through 
the  play  with  ease,  but  some  of  the 
on-the-stage  blocking  made  it  dif¬ 
ficult  to  see  what  was  going  on. 

The  biggest  detractions  were  the 
set  and  the  lights,  which  seemed 
unfinished  and  inadequate,  giving 
the  play  an  amateurish  quality. 
Perhaps  with  an  upgraded  pro¬ 
duction  in  a  more  appealing 
theater,  Elliot  Bound  would  fare 
better.

A  Hotline  in  the  Old  Town  at  Night

“We’re  alive  and  well,  but  I  don’t  think  the 
community  is  as  aware  of  our  existence  as  they 
once  were.”  So  says  Ken  Smith,  Executive 
Director  of  Boston’s  Lesbian  and  Gay  Hotline 
(LGH). 

Continuing  as  a  program  of  the  Gay  and  Les¬ 
bian  Counseling  Service  (formerly  the  Homo- 
phile  Community  Health  Services),  the  Hotline 
has  been  around  for  nearly  nine  years.  How¬ 
ever,  two  years  ago  it  almost  fell  apart  due  to 
internal  problems  and  -^staff  dissatisfaction. 
Smith  took  over  its  leadership  then,  making 
major  revisions  in  record-keeping  systems  and 
in  staff  relations. 

According  to  Smith,  “The  purpose  of  the 
group  is  to  serve,  to  educate,  and  to  alert  peo¬ 
ple  to  the  resources  of  the  gay  and  lesbian 
community.” 

The  Hotline  receives  hundreds  of  calls  each 
week  and  confidential  statistics  are  kept  to 
document  these  calls  for  its  own  use.  Most 
calls  are  for  referrals  to  bars,  baths,  and  other 
organizations.  These  are  the  “I’m  from  out  of 
town,  where  can  I  go  for. . .?”  type  of  calls  or 
the  “My  son  is  gay  and  I  would  like  to  talk  to 
other  parents  of  gays”  calls. 

Many  times  the  Hotline  receives  coming-out 
calls  from  people  who  have  never  discussed 
the  subject,  let  alone  ever  mentioned  the  word 
“gay”  or  “lesbian”  to  anyone.  For  these  people, 
just  to  be  able  to  talk  to  someone  who  has  sim¬ 
ilar  feelings  is  a  great  relief. 

A  small  percentage  of  calls  are  in  the  crisis 
category:  rape,  robbery  and  suicide.  When 
these  calls  are  received  the  staff  tries  to  be¬ 
friend  the  calier  and  often  refers  them  to  the 
appropriate  community  agency.  In  the  case  of 
suicide  calls,  says  Smith,  “We  try  to  offer  help 
and  we  can  do  that  if  the  caller  actually  wants 
to  be  helped.” 

Most  calls  the  Hotline  receives  are  one  to 
five  minutes  in  duration  and  about  80  percent 


of  the  callers  are  males.  The  age  range  of  the 
callers  varies  anywhere  from  10  to  80  years. 
Recently  a  sincere  10-year-old  boy  called,  stat¬ 
ing,  “My  friend  who  is  12  wants  me  to  play 
around  with  him  and  I  don’t  know  what  to  do.” 

As  must  be  expected,  the  Hotline  also  gets 
its  share  of  crank  calls.  Between  10  and  15  per¬ 
cent  of  the  calls  are  of  the  crank,  masturbator, 
and  hang-up  variety. 

There  are  currently  about  40  staff  members 
who  spend  three  hours  per  week  answering 
phones  for  the  Hotline.  Once  they  pass  an  ini¬ 
tial  interview,  each  participates  in  a  weekend 
training  session. 

Roberta  Schwartz,  training  supervisor  and 
project  secretary,  stated  that  training  sessions 
are  conducted  bi-annually,  once  in  the  spring 
and  once  in  the  fall,  and  10  to  15  new  people 
take  part.  Exercises,  such  as  role-playing  and 
other  interactive  techniques,  are  emphasized  to 
bring  out  the  volunteers’  awareness  of  how 
they  react  to  calls.  At  these  sessions  some  of 
the  simple  rules  governing  the  hotline  are  pre¬ 
sented.  For  reasons  of  security,  the  location  of 
the  Hotline  Is  never  given  out  over  the  phone. 
Also,  a  volunteer  Is  to  remain  anonymous  to  the 
caller  and  may  not  give  out  his  or  her  last  name, 
nor  is  the  staff  member  permitted  to  set  up  a 
meeting  with  a  caller. 

After  they  have  been  accepted  as  Hotline 
volunteers,  periodic  staff  meetings  are  held  so 
that  volunteers  can  get  to  know  others  in  the 
project  with  whom  they  can  share  experiences. 
About  once  a  month  an  in-service  workshop  is 
arranged.  Here  a  guest  speaker  is  invited  to 
lead  a  discussion  on  a  topic  of  particular  inter¬ 
est  to  the  staff  in  their  work  at  the  Hotline.  Such 
topics  have  covered  the  issues  of  gender  iden¬ 
tity,  medicine  and  health,  the  law,  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  youth,  suicide  intervention,  outdoor 
recreation,  feminism,  and  the  media.  A  work¬ 
shop  on  alcohol  and  drug  abuse  is  scheduled 
for  sometime  in  the  fall. 


The  people  who  staff  the  Hotline  come  from 
many  different  backgrounds:  attorneys,  psy¬ 
chologists,  health  providers,  librarians,  waiters, 
actors,  unemployed  people,  teachers,  utility 
company  workers,  etc.  People  tend  to  remain 
for  at  least  nine  months  and  some  have  been 
Hotline  volunteers  for  years.  Though  the  moti¬ 
vation  is  a  bit  different  for  each  volunteer,  most 
simply  enjoy  providing  aid  and  assistance  and 
like  to  talk  with  others  in  the  lesbian  and  gay 
community. 

When  talking  about  the  people  involved  with 
the  Hotline,  Smith  beams.  “I’m  proud  of  the 
staff.  These  people  are  wonderful  and  all  are 
interested  in  doing  something  really  good— 
really  important.” 

Hotline  coordinators  are  now  planning  for 
the  future.  They  would  like  to  increase  the  num¬ 
ber  of  hours  they  are  in  operation  to  include 
weekends.  Presently  it  is  staffed  Monday 
through  Friday  from  6:00  p.m.  to  12:00  midnight. 
They  would  also  like  to  have  more  women  staff 
members  since  women  comprise  only  10  per¬ 
cent  of  the  current  staff. 

Schwartz  invites  people  to  call  the  Hotline 
even  if  , they  just  want  to  say  “hi”  to  another  gay 
man  or  lesbian.  “We  are  here  and  you  don’t 
have  to  be  in  desperate  straits  to  call  us.  If 
your  lover  has  left  or  if  you’re  just  sitting  at 
home  lonely,  give  us  a  call.” 

Donations  to  the  Hotline  are  always  wel¬ 
comed,  especially  lamps,  office  furniture, 
money,  books,  cases  of  paper,  and  party  acces¬ 
sories.

Homo  Movies 

New  York’s  newest  cult  film.  Liquid  Sky,  is 
opening  at  the  Nickelodeon  this  week.  An  S/M 
lesbian,  punk  rock,  sci-fi,  murder  mystery,  the 
movie  has  something  that  could  infatuate  or 
infuriate  anyone  (everyone).  Half  serious,  half 
Warhol  put-on,  the  film  has  a  hard  driving  beat, 
a  hypnotic  junk-spiking  look,  and  more  violence 
than  it  knows  what  to  do  with.  Starring  co-writer 
Anne  Carlisle  in  a  dual  role  (a  punked-out 
female  fashion  model  and  a  junked-out  male 
fashion  model).  Liquid  Sky  either  transcends  or 
just  wallows  in  its  trendy  look  and  subject  mat¬ 
ter.  A  case  could  be  made  for  this  being  a 
feminist  film,  I  think,  but  it  is  probably  going  to 
raise  more  eyebrows  than  consciousnesses. 

Also  at  the  Nick  is  Puberty  Blues.  This  Aus¬ 
tralian  film  about  growing  up  teenage  style  is 
sort  of  a  Beach  Party  Bingo  that  gradually 
evolves  into  the  Hollywood  feminist  conscious¬ 
ness  of  An  Unmarried  Woman.  Directed  by 
Bruce  Baresford  (Breaker  Morant),  it  was  origin¬ 
ally  scheduled  to  be  filmed  by  Gillian  Arm¬ 
strong  (My  Brilliant  Career)  who  at  the  last 
minute  opted  out  to  do  the  new  wave  musical 


Star  Struck. 

Dirty  Dishes  by  Joyce  Bunel  is  still  at  the 
Orson  Welles.  A  funny,  horrific  tale  of  the  ter¬ 
rors  of  French  housewifery,  the  film  resembles 
Mary  Hartman,  Mary  Hartman  more  than 
anything  else.  It’s  precise  and  funny  without 
pushing  its  politics  and  has  a  wonderful  scene 
of  the  harassed  housewife  being  calmed  and 
shampooed  by  her  gay  hairdresser. 

Though  not  gay  at  all.  Woody  Allen’s  new 
Zelig  is  a  clever  comedic  study  of  a  man  whose 
urge  to  assimilate  is  so  strong  that  he  literally 
becomes  whoever  he  is  standing  next  to,  caus¬ 
ing  him  to  lose  his  identify  entirely.  Although 
clearly  about  Allen  and  his  Jewish  identity,  the 
film  can  easily  be  read  with  a  gay  subtext.  (It 
also  features  Mia  Farrow,  Susan  Sontag,  Bruno 
Bettleheim,  and  Saul  Bellow.) 

And  finally  for  slash  and  crash  fans,  Road 
Warrior  with  all  its  homoeroticism,  leather 
fetishism  and  S/M  punkishness  is  still  playing 
midnight  shows  at  the  Harvard  Square.
